Finance. 

The Balance Sheet of the Board for the year 1893, in respect 
of the original Endowment, (Table IX. infra) shows a surplus of 
£5,403 13s. lOcZ. (including a sum of £880 4s. 2d, Income Tar 
to he refurrded by the Commissioners of Inland Revenue), subject 
to liabilities estimated at about £200. 

In our Report for 1892 it was stated “ that the interest, 3jper 
cent., paid to the Board on their original Endowment (£1,000,000), 
was guaranteed by the Treasury for eighteen years oidy,” 'svMch 
period will expire in 1897. 

The expenditure of the Board out of the income of this 
Endo'wment in the year 1893 comes therefore very close to the 
sum which can safely be calculated upon as permanent income 
from this source. Any permanent increase in the Board's ex- 
penditure in future year-s must ther-efore be defrayed by the funds 
provided under the Local Taxation (Custonoa and Excise) Act, 
1890. 
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jRepoi’t of tite Intermediate tiducation Board for Irdand. is 

The Local Taxation Account of the Board (see Table Till.), 
shows that, while the Receipts under the Local Taxation (Customs 
and Excise) Act, and as interest on Securities, amounted to 
£46, 570 6s. 2fl., the expenditure from that Account on Results 
Fees and Exhibitions for 1893 was £27,956 7s. Scl.. as against 
£18,358 15s. Id. expended out of same Account in the previous 
year, 1892. 

Thus, there has been, from 1892 to 1893 an increase of 
£9,597 12s. 2d. in the expenditure, an increase which it will 
not be forgotten was anticipated in our Report for 1892, which 
contains the following statements : — 

“The Board have made, with the approval of your ExceUeuoy, new 
Eides, to come into op>eration in 1894, increasing the rates of certain of 
the Results Fees as far as, with their present knowledge, they thought 
it prudent to do so with a reasonable hope of lieing able to continue 
such increased rates. 

“ The full effect of this increase upon expenditure will not be seen 
until those Rules have been at least fom years in operation, as it may 
be expected to induce managers of schools to present an increased 
number of pupils for examination, and with the number of passes the 
Results Fees earaed, and the amoimts payable for Money Pmes and 
Eshibitious must increase. The increase in the number of passes iu the 
Preparatory and Jimior Grades will also lead to an addifcioual number 
of students being ijvepared for the Middle and Seni or Grade Bsaminations 
in future years. The expenses attending the examinations must also 
increase to some extent with jmy marked increase in the number of 
students to be examined. A considerable morease of expenditure rvili 
thus occur in 1893, botlr in the original Endowment unci m the Local 
Taxation Account, and a further iucrease may be looked for in the next 
few years.” 

These anticipations are, further home out by the number of 
students who Lave given notice of their intention to present 
themselves for examination during the present year, 1894, a 
number which ia in excess of the corresponding nnraber for 
1893 by 758 ; and of that for 1891, by 2,707. The causes which 
during these years, 1892, 1893, and 1894, have led to so large 
an increase in the number of students who avail themselves of 
the benefits of the Act continue to he in operation, and the Board 
therefore expect that for some years to come the number of 
students presenting themselves will continue to increase, involv- 
ing a progressively increa-sing expenditure. 

Further elements of necessary increase in expenditure are 
contained in the new Rules sanctioned by your Excellency on 
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Kepori of the Intermediate Education Board for Ireland 

the 14th day of April last, which will come into operation on 
the 1st January nest. The Preparatory Grade having proved 
a marked success, these new Rules provide for a slight increase 
in the rate of Results Rees in that Grade. They also ahvocrate 
certain provisions in the former Rules, which, by fixing certain 
sums as the maximum amounts payable for Results Fees in 
respect of any one student, restricted the amounts earned by 
the most distinguished candidates. 

Prom the foregoing facts the Board are fully satisfied that 
within a short period the entire income from the grant under 
“The Local Taxation (Customs and Excise) Act, 1890,” rvUlbe 
annually absorbed in the payment of Prizes and Results Fees, to 
the great encouragement of Intermediate Education in Ireland. 

In the meantime, in determining the amounts of Prizes and the 
rates of Results Fees, the Board continue to act upon then 
previous policy of regarding as a cardinal consideration the proba- 
bility of being able to maintain these amounts and rates. They 
believe it to be far more conducive to the true interests of 
education, to defer, for the short period which must elapse before 
the Act of 1890 shall have produced its full natural effect, the 
application of a small portion of their income, than to unduly 
stimulate effort by at present offering Prizes or Results Fees of 
amounts too large to he continued in future years. 


Education. 

The success which attended the introduction of the Preparatory 
Grade in 1892 was more than maintained in 1898, the numbers 
both of Boys and of Girls presenting themselves for examination 
being larger, and the proportion per cent, of those examined 
who passed having risen from Boys 61 '2, Girls 47'8 in 1892, to 
Boys 62A, Girls 56'S in 1893. 

No Examination in a separate Commercial Course was held in 
1893, for the reasons given in the Report for 1892, but students 
in the Junior, Middle, and Senior Grades were allowed to present 
themselves for examination in Commercial subjects, and Specdil 
Certificates were issued in accordance with the following rule, 
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Bepm-t of the Intermediate Education Board for Ireland, xi 

“Tlie foUo'ving students shall he deemed to have passed in the 
Oorauiercial Course and Special Commercial Certilicatea will he granted 
to them, vi2- ^ — 

(a) Students who in the Junior and Middle Grades pass in 
the following subjects — 

English, Ordinary and Commercial ; Arithmetic ; Book- 
keeping ; Algebra ; one of the following languages, in- 
cluding tlie Commercial portion — French, German, Itr^an 
or Spanish. 

(h) Students in the Senior Grade who have previously 
obtained Special Commercial Certificates in .a lower Grade, 
and who shall have passed in the following subjects — 

English, Ordinary and Commercial ; Algebi'a and Aiith- 
metie ; Shorthand, and one of the following languages, 
including the Commercial portion — French, Geman, 
Italian or Spanish.” 

Twenty-seven students (Boys) qualified for Commercial 
Certificates, and six Special Commercial Prizes were awarded. 

In addition however to these students, very many others, who 
did not aim at obtaining Special Certificates, availed themselves of 
the privilege of pre.sentiag themselves for examination in one 
or more Commercial subjects, and the percentage of passes in 
each subject was on the whole satisfactory, and in some cases 
very high, as a reference to Table IV. will show. 

An examination in Shoi-thand (Pitman’s system) was held for 
the first time in 189S. Probably oudng to the shortness of the 
time which candidates had for preparation the percentage of 
passes was low.

Boys and Girls, in the different subjects will be found in the 
Extracts from the Reports of the Examinei-s (Appendix III).*

EXTRACTS FROM THE REPORTS OF THE 
EXAMINERS, 1893. 


GREEK. 

Peepakatokt Grade. — Fiict Paper. — Boys. 

Report of Rev. W. Mooke-Mobqah, ll.d. 

Questions 1 and 2 {ncnms and adjectives) were well answered by a 
large number of Students. Tbo same can be said of the answere to 
Question 4 (^numerals). 

Question 3 {meanings of certain grammatical terms) was entirely 
passed over by many, and in other cases quite misunderstood. The 
general answering on Question 5 {verbs) has not been accura te or complete. 
Very few could parse the words in section (6). Question 6 {Sgntax) has 
been fairly well done by many. In Oomposition, Honour marks (35 
per cent.) have been giiined by only 17 boys (under 13 per cent of 
the whole number examined). This can scarcely be considered a satis- 
factory result. Even with the considerable help given, the great 
majority showed ignorance of the ooustniotions to be exemplified. 


Preparatory Grade. — First Paper. — Girls. 

Report of Rev. W. Moohe-Morgan, ll.d. 

Only 9 girls were examined in this paper. Of these, 3 answered 
over 35 per cent, in Grammar and Compasition, 2 passed, and 4 failed 
altogether. Only one paper of answers showed decided luei'it ; the rest, 
even when qiialrfymg, were far beliind. The above figures show an 
average result rather leas satisfactory than the answering of the boys in 
the same paper. 


Junior Grade. — First Paper. — Boys. 

Report of Rev. W. Moore-Morgan, ll.d. 

Of the 517 (465 imder age, 52 over age) Candidates examined in this 
paper 47 per cent, scored “ Honour ” marks in Grammar and Composi- 
tion ; 23 per cent, scored only “ Pass ” marks, while the remaining 30 
per cent, failed altogether. 

On the whole, this may be considered a fairly satisfactory return, 
especially as a considerable number of the answera showed proofs of in- 
telligent and accurate preparation. It is decidedly in advance of the 
answering of the Junior Grade Candidates examined by me in Latin ; 
and I consider the results in Greek to be much the more encouraging. 
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In Grammar, the majority of the candidates answered well in Ques- 
tions 1 and 2 (noum and adjectives ) ; h\ifc in Question 4 (a.) (verbs) tha 
results were less satisfactory, Tety few being able to give the several 
forms correctly. No. 4 (b) (accentitation) was well done in only a few in. 
stances ; while a large number showed a clear knowledge of the Syntax 
involved in Questions 5 and 6. 

Yery few left the Composition altogether untried ; while not a few 
attempted it with very encouraging results, and the best amongst these 
showed unusual intelligence and accuracy. 

On the other hand it was aurpilsing to find liow many who did well 
in Grammar and Composition neglected the translation from Luciaa 
altogether, and even many of those who did attempt it produced verr 
poor results. Still the average merit of the translation work was 
decidedly higher than in the translation from Com. Nepos in the Latin 
papers j and the English of the versions was more idiomatic than in the 
corresponding renderings from the prescnbed Latin author. 

The Questions in Lucian (9 and 10) were, on the whole, well 
answered. 


Junior Grade. — First Paper. — Girls. 

Repoiti of Rev. W. Moore-Morgan, h.d. 

Twelve girls were examined in this paper. Of these 0 answered over 
35 per cent, in Grammar and Composition, 2 passed, and 4 failed 
altogether. It is hard to draw any general inference when the number 
of those examined is so small j but the above figures indicate an average 
result remarkably similar to that of the boys’ answering in the same paper. 


Middie Grade. — First Paper. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of W. J. M. Starkib, m.a. 

The answering in Grammar wa.s fairly satisfactory. Most candidates 
seemed to have been well grounded in tlie ordinary rules of Accidence 
and Syntax. The anawei’s to the thh'd question in giummar wore, 
however, unsatisfactory. It would be well that teachers should devote 
more attention to the general lules of accentuation, a thorough grasp of 
which lies at the foundation of all scientific knowledge of Greek. 

The Composition was, on the whole, well done. Many candidates 
displayed a thorough mastery over the general laws of construction in 
Greek. 

The passages set for translation were accurately rendered, and the 
questions correctly answered, but the acquaintance with the matter of 
the book displayed was very imj)eifecc. 


Senior Grade. — First Paper. — Boys. 

Examiner — R. Y. Tyrrell, d.litt, 

The answering in this Grade was remarkably good. I do not re- 
member having been more pleased with the answeiing in any grade at 
any of the Examinations in whicli I have taken part under the Inter- 
mediate System. 

The ti’anslation from the prescribed book, BemostJienes de Corona, was 
excoUent. Many, it will be observed, gained full marks for all the three 
passages, and hardly any failed to show some real knowledge of th« 
work. 
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The Composition "was very well done. Hardly any of the candidates 
failed to get some mavlr, and many (T fancy most) got above 40 per cent. 
I ascribe this result partly to the fact that I ■wiia fortunate enough to 
light on an extract from the works of Burke which was really steeped in 
pemosthenic plu-aseology. There is not a sentence in the passage set 
which is not full of Demosthenic phrases and terms of expression. I 
could not have set a piece more thoroughly imbued with Demosthenic 
style, unless I had taken a translation of Demosthenes, a course to which 
there are many objections. I was glad to find that the passage, redolent 
as it was of Demosthenes, suggested to very many of the candidates the 
very words and phrases which they had met in the Be Corona. 

Even in compositions where ability to use the language was hampered 
by imperfect acquaintance with forms, one could see that a sense of 
style was present. 

The Grammar was good, especially the Syntax. 


Senior Gr.u>e. — First Paper. — Girls. 

Keporb of R. Y, Tyrrell, d.litt. 

I have no communication, to make on the hoys which is not equally 
applicable to the girls in this grade. 


Preparatory Grade. — Second Paper. — Boys. 

Report of Rev. E. Maguire, d.d. 

The answering in this grade was eminently satisfactory, so fiir 
as the mere translation of the selections prescribed in the Programme 
was concerned. Indeed the number of total failures was exceptionally 
small, 

Not unnaturally, however, a want of finish was a very conspicuous 
and a very general defect. Even the youngest of the candidates could 
have been trained to cultivate neatness, attention to the proper use of 
capital letters, the avoidance of such a vulgarism as the insertion of a 
singular verb in supposed agreement with a plural noun, be. Obviously, 
some teachers expended entiiely too much time and energy on dialling 
theii’hoys into an accurate, it may be, hut purely mechanical rendering 
of the Gi*eek text into stereotyped English forms. Hence, though 
singularly high marks were scored by the answers to Questions 1 and 
2, those who showed themselves fully able to deal with the cla-ss of 
quMtions exemplified in Kos. 3 and 5 — which suppose a knowledge of 
grammar and idiom — formed a deplorably small minority. 

More than eighty-five per cent, tiunslated p?) 6etv ** not to run at 

the double,” while it waa evident that many of them had but the vaguest 
idea of the meaning. My estimate of the answers in History is that 
they were far superior in merit to those I examined in the Junior 
Grade in previous years. There is only one point I should like to 
call attention, to on this subject, and I shall illustrate my meaning by 
Questions. “Describe the route taken by Xerxes from Abydos to 
Salamis.” The majority of the competitors, who touched on the matter 
at all, described the relative .strength of the Persian and Greek armies, 
the panic created by the invasion, tlie result, &c., bub carefully avoided 
to say one word about the route. Candidates should he taught to scan 
cl(»ely the precise meaning of each question before proceeding to deal 
with it. 
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Preparatory Grade. — Second Paper. — Girls. 

Roportof Rev. E. Kaquire. d.d. 

Tlio Answer-books were models ol neatness. Many of the defecLs 
however, that have been pointed out in the Report on the Boys’ papers 
were equally visible here. Indeed Questions 3 and 5 were but very 
indifferently treated. A few of the answer books showed a wonderful 
giusp of the structure of Greek sentences, and an extensive vocabulary, 
by the aocumey with wliich the ” Ti-anslation at Sight” was rendewd! 
lie answering in History was also very satisfactory. 


Junior Grade. — Second Paper. — Bovs. 

Repoit of R. Y. Tyrrell, d.litt. 

It seems highly desirable to continue the practice of requinng a word for 
word rendering of part of the pa.ssages set. It will be seen that in many 
cases candidates who obtained full marks for the (&) passage got none 
fertile {a). I gave no credit to candidates who failed in the word for 
word translation. Many of them took Xlpo'iovtrTjQ as a proper name, 
translating the rest fairly correctly, or gave a fairly accurate version of 
the passage, but quite fE^ed to fit the right English word to the Greek 
rendering, for instance, many of them construed ekoc, “ when”. I 
think it would be advisable in the Preparatory and Junior Grades to 
requii’e word ior word tmnslation thi’oughout. But the candidates 
should he taught so to take the words as to make sense, and foim a 
senti*!nee. For instance, many of tlie candidates gave renderings sneh 
as this : — “ TpoLOvtrtjs (advancing), fiiv rm (however) vuerde (of the 
night).” In these cases I fancy their teachers had neglected to show 
them the nature of the exercise required of them. They seemed to think 
it was sufdcient to give the meaning of each word, without indicating 
the sentence formed. 

The Geography was, as a rule, poor, but the answering in History 
was fairly good. 

The translation of the unprescribed Greek was not worse than I 
remember it to have been. It would lighten the task of the 
Examiners if the candidates were directed to observe the order of the 
questions, not to leave blank sheets between the au.swers in the answer 
books, and to be cai'eful to prefix the proper number to each answer. 


Junior Grade. — Second Paper. — Girls. 

Report of R. Y, Tyrrell, d.litt. 

The answering of the girls in this Grade (12 in number), did not 
suggest any special comment. The comments made on the answeiing 
of the boys are equally applicable to them. 
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Middle Grade. — Second Paper. — Eots. 

Report of P. Sakdford, m.a. 

IntliB Middle Grade (Boys) Greek there were some good papers, and 
not many blank, or praotioally blank. But the average answering was 
not high, owing to the comparative failure of a large number in Trans- 
lation at sight, which in value represents nearly half the second paper. 
The prescribed book, Xenophon, Cyropaedia, Book I., was thoroughly 
made up, but the general run of the papers seemed to show that this 
book was treated too much as an end in itself, and not enough as a means 
towards the acquisition of a mastery of the language. I cannot but 
think that if some of the earnest attention that was evidently devoted to 
preparing tliis book with the aid of translations had been given to 
learning Greek from it, the result would have been far more satisiactory. 
The failure was more striking in the case of the passage set from the 
Iliad. I do not know what was the character of the answering in the 
prescribed book of the Iliad, but an intelligent study of even one book 
of Homer should have given greater knowledge of his language and style 
than was exhibited in the large majority of translations of this not very 
difficult passage. The Grecian History was, in general, very fairly, and 
in some oases well answered. The teaching of this subject seems to be 
thorough and intelligent, and the clear and direct answering of many of 
the papers was very satisfactory. I should not omit a word of com- 
mendation of the neatness, good writing, and correct spelling which 
characterised many of the answer books. 


Middle Grade. -- Sssconi) Paper. — G iais. 

Report of P. Sakdford, h.a. 

The few papers that were sent in showed that some girls, at all events, 
were taking advantage of the mental training to he gained from a study 
of Greek, and had reached a stage in the knowledge of the language at 
which they will find it constantly growing in value and interest. 
Xenophon's Cyropaedia, Book I., was very carefully studied, though 
perhaps with too much reliance on the aid of English translations. This 
was apparent in the renderings of the passages set for translation at 
sight, which were not so good as the translation of the prescribed work 
would lead one to expect. The Grecian History questions were very 
fairly answered ; hut I would venture to caution students against re- 
garding histoiy as a collootiou of isolated facts, though these necessarily 
form a considerable portion of an examination paper. 


Senior Grade. — Boys. — Second Paper. 

Report of John P. Molohan, ii.a. 

The translation of the passages from the Phoenissae by the hoys of 
the Senior Grade was, on the whole, very good — ^the style and accuracy 
of many of the renderings reaching a very high standard of excellence. 
It gives me great pleasure to be able to make the same report about a 
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large micaber of the unseen tranalations, though — as was to be expected 
— the per-eeiitage of those who failed to obtain. 25 per cent, of the 
marks for the unseei] translation is much higher than that of those 
who failed in the translation of the Phoenissae. The answers to 
Questions 2, 3, 4, 5, were not so good as the translation. Students 
ought to master thoroughly the structure of the Iambic Trimeter. I 
marked the question on Scausiou leniently, giving full marks whenever 
the lines were correctly scanned. The aniall number who quoted 
riglitly any of the lines required in answer to Question 5, shows the 
advantage — a point to which I have called attention in my report on 
the Senior Grade, Girls, Second Greek Paper — of learning by heart 
striking lines and passages from the authoi-a the students are reading. 

A large proportion failed to obtain j^ass mai'ks in History, though 
the answering of those candidates who knew the History was good. 

I would impress on students, that they should answer the whole of a 
question together, instead of answering part of it on ono sheet and part 
on another, mixed up with other answers. This causes imnecessaiy 
trouble, and delays the correction of the papers. 


Sbniob Grade. — Girls. — Second Paper. 

Report of John P. Molohan, m.a. 

The girls of the Senior Grade translated the passages fi*om the 
Phoenissae in a fairly satisfactory manner, both as regards accuracy and 
style. The answering to the questions on the prepared work was also fair. 
Question 5 was answered correctly by none of the candidates — which 
shows that more attention should be paid fcu learning by heaid; striking 
lines of passages from the authors. The unprepared passages were trans* 
lated fairly by about half the candidates, which is creditable, as 
con-ect translation at sight is one of the best tests of a sound know- 
ledge of a language. The History was not so well known. Some 
of the candidates did not attempt the History questions at all. I have 
to add that the papers were done with considerable neatness. On the 
whole, the answering did not reach as high a standard as that of the 
boys of tlie same Gi*ade. 


LATIN. 

Preparatory Grade.— First Paper.— Boys. 

Report of J. P. Molohan, m.a. 

Tlie answering in the Latin Grammar of the Preparatory Grade was 
exceedingly creditable, some of the candidates obtaining nearly full 
marks. 'Hie number of those who got Honour marks in Grammar aud 
Composition is much larger than that either nf those who passed or of 
those who failed. In Latin Composition separately, a very large pre- 
portion failed to obtain 25 per cent, of the uiarks assigned to that 
subject, though I marked generously, awardmg marks wherever the 
candidate showed any knowledge of the construction required. Some 
of the candidates, however, translated the sentences into Latin with 
gi'eat accuracy, showing a knowledge of the difference between Engliih 
and Latin idioms that is very encouraging. 
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The translation of the Nepos selections was fairly known. A number 
of the candidates did not appear to understand what was meant by 
“word for word'* translation. Many gave the Latin word, and then 
the English meaning as in a dictionary j others again simply gave the 
English translation without the Latin word ; and in one case, at least 
the English meaning was given as in a vocabulary, without the Latin 
at all. In several of the papers there was evidence of the translation 
having been learnt by heart from translations. 

As in my report on the Senior Grade Boys, Second Greek Paper, I 
wish to impress on the candidates of the Preparatory Grade also, that 
they should answer the whole of a question together, instead of answer- 
mg part of it on one sheet and part on another, mixed up with other 
answers, Tt is advisable, too, that each answer should be separated 
from the preceding one by a line or two. In some cases there have 
been two different answers on the same line crowded together, so that 
it was extremely difficult to distinguish them. All this inconvenience 
could he avoided by a little care on the part of the candidates. 


Preparatort Grade. — Piest Papes. — Girls. 

Report of R. Y. Tyrrell, d.litt. 

The answering in Grammar was good, but the translation into Latin 
was wretched. A very large proportion of the candidates had not an 
idea about the grammatical structure of a sentence, did not, indeed, 
know that any structure at ail was required. Verbs and prepositions 
governing the nominative were quite common, the lailes of concord were 
ignored (though often rightly laid down in answer to Question 6), and a 
deficient Latin vocabulary was eked out by French and German words, 
or by English words with Latin terminations. 

The translation from Latin into English was faiidy good, but I have 
to repeat emphatically my conviction that the teachei-s do not explain to 
their pupils the nature of the exercise required from them when they 
are asked to render a passage “ word for word.” They tliink they are 
to give the English of each word, legiirded as a word, standing alone, 
and not as a part of a sentence. Thus (when), Lac. (the 

Lacedaemonian's), qu&i'&‘entur (might, could, would, or sliould complain), 
opxcs (a work), Jieri (to heconie), eimi (him), que (and), conari (to try), 
faller^ (to deceive), ic. 

It is plain that this kiud of rendering leaves the Examiner in. doubt 
as to whether the candidate knew the meaning of the sentence, and the 
word for word part of the paper goes for very little. 

It would be useful to a large number of the candidates to be told that 
the Latin word given as a help in the translation into Latin must 
undergo inflexion when it forms part of a sentence. 


Junior Grade. — First Paper.— Boys. 

Report of Rev. W. Moore Morgan, lld., W. J. M. Starkie, f.t.c.d., 
P, Sandford, M.A., and Herbert Wilson, m.a. 

The answering in Grammar was below the average of recent ycai-s. 
Most of the candidates displayed astonishing ignorance of the simplest 
roles of Accidence and Syntax. 

Questions 2 (nouns) and 4 (b) (conjugation of verbs) produced very 
inaccurate answers ; while 3 (a) (comparison of adjectives) and 5 and 6 
(Syntax) seemed much more famUiar to the students. The tendency 
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to neglect the plain essentials of sound grammatical knowledge, aud t^i 
devote undue attention to mere abnormalities (which are supposed to 
pay at an examination), is one that should be checked. A siirprisuiKlv 
large number failed to decline iter and dies (Question 1). ® ^ 

The sentences set for Composition were, on the whole, very hadly 
done, the most ordinary rules being frequently violated. ^ 

The translations from Latin into English were generally good, and 
the questions on the author were well answered. ’ 


Junior Grade. — First Paper. — Girls. 

Repoi-t of B. Y, Tvriiell, d.litt. 

The answering in Grammar was good. The translation from Nepos, 
the prescribed book, was, as a rule, very disappointing. When the 
prescribed course is so short it seems to me that thei’e is no excuse for 
bad mistakes about the meaning of words and sentences. Want of pre- 
paration ought to be visited heavily when the course is so short. 

The misapprehension about the word for word ” translation was as 
marked here as in the otlier cases to which I have already called 
attention. 

The Composition was exceedingly poor*, though not so bad as in the 
Prepai*atory Grade. There was a good deal of ignorance of the most 
rudimentary principles of government and concord, but not so widely 
spread as in the Preparatory Grade. 


Middle Grade. — First Paper. — Boys. 

Peport of P. Sandpoed, m.a. 

The First Paper (Latin) of the Middle Grade embraced the 
Examination in Grammar, Composition, and one of the prescribed books 
— the Second Philippic of Cicero. In Grammar the questions on 
Accidence were as a rule better answered than those on Syntax. Though 
there were some excellent papow, comparatively few were clear of a large 
mimberof minor inaccuracies. The question on Prosody was as a rule well 
answered andhelpedmany students to “Pass*’ or “ Honours,” who, but for 
this, would have failed. The Prose Composition was in a large number of 
cases unsatisfactory, because the nature of the inaccuracies showed of 
how much better the writers were capable — their erroi*s seemed due to 
want of practice in tlie application of knowledge actually possessed. A 
little more training in self-criticism would probably have pre- 
vented the occurrence of many of these blunders ; and I would 
respectfully suggest to teachers and students that tliis might be secured by 
repetitions of the same pieces of composition or i-e-translation, and by 
oral instruction in composition. Verse composition is still lamentably 
weak. The very full paraphrase should have made it an easy matter 
for numbers of the students, who have acquired the knowledge of 
Prosody exhibited in the answering to Question 6, to have done much 
better in this subject. Many made no attempt at all, and comparatively 
few of those who did attempt the Verse, in spite of great leniency, 
received half marks. 

The Second Philippic of Cicero was carefully and intelligently 
studied — tho three selected passages were in the majority of the papers 
fairly rendered, in some cases admirably, in a way that showed that 
not only was the Latin thoroughly understood, but that a promiBing 
attempt was made at a good English style. An unintelligent use of 
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English ti-anslations was less apparent than in the papers I ezamined 
last year, while the very general answei-ing of the subsidiary question, 
proved that most of the students had read the speech “ with their eyes 
open.” 


Middle Geade — h’iRST Paper — Girls. 

Report of P. Sahdpord, a.A. 

The answering of the seventy-eight Middle Grade Girls’ Latin papers 
was, as a whole, satisfactory. The prescribed book — Cicero's Second 
Philippic — has evidently been cauefully and thoroughly prepared, and 
I did not notice so much of the enervating effects of an unintelligent 
use of translations as in last years’ papers. In Grammar most of the 
students answered fairly, particularly in the accidence, but the loi-ge 
number of slight inaccuracies proved disastrous to many, and rendered 
some of the knowledge they seemed to possess ineffectual. The neat 
style of nearly all the papers deserves high commendation. The girls 
seem to have paid moi'e attention to prosody than those I examined last 
year, though the attempts at Verse Composition were very feeble, and 
betrayed a lamentable want of practice. Some of the papeis evinced 
capability, and it is disappointing to think how very little trouble 
taken with this excellent means of education would have produced 
much better results. The Prose Composition was better than last year, 
but still disfigured, in almost all oases, by numbers of inaccuracies 
and blunders that might have been easily avoided. Such can only be 
eliminated by intelligent jiractice. It seemed to me that the training 
in many cases consisted in exercises written, corrected, and laid aside. 
If teachers and students would determine not to consider they have 
gained ail that is to be gained from an exercise till it can be done 
perfectly by the student without aid, I venture to think much result- 
less labom' would be saved and much disappointment averted. All 
through the paper the superiority of those who knew a little well over 
those who knew more in a slovenly manner was very stiiking. 


Senior Grade. — First Paper. — Bovs and Girls. 

Report of W. J. M. Starkie, m.a. 

The answering in Grammar was unsatisfactory. Most candidates 
seemed to have been trained on very unscientific principles. For ex- 
ample, it was generally thought that any subjunctive could be explained 
by the statement that it was indefinite, and that all particles give em- 
[ihasis to the sentences. The Composition was admirably done. In 
my experience of the answering in the Senior Grade in past years, I 
have never seen as good work sent in. It may fairly be said that 
ninety per cent, of the compositions were written in good straight- 
forwaixl Latin. 

The passages set for translation were well done, and the questions 
fairly well answered. 


Preparatory Grade. — Second Paper.— Boys. 

Report of Kev. E. Maouirb, d.d., and Rev. Joseph M'Rory. 

The answering of the ’’ Preparatory Boys ” on the second paper was 
on the whole very creditable fur boys so young. Of coui'se failure was 
to be expected in some oases, but we think it will be found that ths 
number of failures this year is comparatively small. 
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We should like that some schools would give moi-e pmotice inwrittea 
examinatiousj as m uot a few cases boys with a fair amount of infonna- 
tion, owing we believe to want of practice, succeeded in wiitine only 
very indilferent papers. Neatness in form, precision in language, and 
attention to punctuation marks, can be secured only by constant trainincr 

FoHunately for the canclicktes, the mimber of questions in parsinp 
on this paper, was very Ibnited. A very small percentage of the answer- 
books obtained anything like a respectable recognition of merit in the 
marks awarded. So easy a grammatical form as usta ait — the order of 
the words was sit usia — ^jjroseiited a difficulty that few attempted to 
grai)ple with : it was parsed fully and correctly by uot more than half- 
a-dozen candidates altogother. Indeed, simple though it is, this wag the 
most puzzling word proposed for parsing. The answering in case of the 
others was equally disappointing. 

The ti-unslation was all round surprisingly good, seeing how inadequate 
an idea the examinees possessed of the force and forms of grammatical 
inflections. 


Preparatory GRADE.—SECOiro Paper. — Girls. 

Report, of Rev. Joseph M'Rory. 

The answering this year was fairly good. 

In some cases, however, even where there was a tolemblo attempt at 
translation, there seemed to he an almost total ignorance of Latin 
Grammar, indicating that the student had. merely committed the trans- 
lation to memoiy. Needless to say, a student can make no progi-ess in 
the study of Latin until she has some idea of the declensions and con- 
jugations, and while, as occurred in several instauces, a candidate speaks 
of the genitive case of a verb or the present tense of a noun, the teacher 
must feel that it is a waste of time, as well as a neces.sary cause of serious 
mental confusion, to permit her to bogin translating. 


Junior Grade. — Second Paper. — Boys. 

Report of Charles F. Doyle, m.a., Rev. Joseph M‘Rort, and 
Robert Montgomery, m.a. 

The translation from the prescribed Verse Author was on the whole 
very well done. There w'as, however, about the renderings of particular 
lines a uniformity of phrase which suggests the common and undue use of 
English vemons. The questions on Virgil were not well done as a rule. 
In many cases they were answered quite at random with an idea, evi- 
dently, that it would serve some good purpose to introduce a technical 
grammatical phrase, one which the student had probably heard and used 
many times in class, hut had never awakened to the meaning of. The 
tmnslations at sight were of various degrees of merit. Among the un- 
succes.sful attempts were many tliat gave the meanings of the words 
correctly, but utterly failed to make sense out of the passage. On the 
whole, however, we consider there is an improvement in this depart- 
ment. The History was in genei*al satisfactorily answered. 

In comparison with previous years within onr experience we notice a 
general improvement in method and style, except in the one impoitant 
particular that we have drawn attention to. 

The best suggestion we can make to Teachers and Students is to deal 
with Grammar and Translation as one and the same study, and to bear 
in mind that tlie learning of forms and rules is ufioful as a means rather 
than valuable as an end. 
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J-uNiOE Grade. — Second Paper. — Girls. 

Report of Charles P. Doyle, m.a. 

This paper comprised passages for traiLslation from the presci’ihed 
book of Virgil, questions arisiug out of that book, passages for trans- 
ktinu at sight ([>roae and verse), and questions in Homan Histoiy. 

The answering all round was good, luid in very many cases was 
distinctly higher than the average of the hoys’ answers to the same 
paper that came under my notice: this may be partly accounted for 
hy the fact, that the girls who take up Latin are those who have shown 
au aptitude in that direction, whereas most hoys are put to it as a 
matter of course, often with little or no result. The least satisfactory 
portion of the answers was given to the grammatical questions on the 
text : here, as in the case of the boys, it would appear as though the 
Students had fallen into the error of lookiiig on Grammar as a distinct 
branch or subject, without reference to its application. 

I think it well here to call the attention of Students and Tcachei'S 
to an impression that ap))eai*s to be jnevalent (esjiecially among girl 
camlidates), that all questions set at examinations contain catches or 
pitfalls. I have no doubt that this often leads to a wrmig answer being 
given, whei*e the candidate really knows the right one, Vmt is afiaid to 
put it down, as being too regular or stmightforward. 


Middle Grade. — Second Paper. — Boys. 

Report of Pv. Montgomery, m.a. 

. The answering in this paper was higlily satisfactory. The renderings 
of the prescribed passages showed careful prepai’ation, and were, inmost 
cases, marked by accmacy and a cousidera.ble degree of elegance. In 
the scansion a great deal of guess work wa.s evident, and when an ex- 
planation 01' comment was attempted, it, as a rule, only seiwed to betray 
the gross ignorance of the writer with regard to the elementary rules 
of Prosody. 

The renderings of the imprescribetl passages were much above the 
average, being geniirally good, and in nian3’‘ cases excellent. The high 
standard of the answering in this part of the paper is most satisfactory, 
and shows that the students have, generally speaking, obtained a good 
grasp of their subject. The Homan History questions were, as a nile, 
answered in a full and intelligent manner. Altogether the unifonn ex- 
cellence of the answering, in all parts of the paper, gives proof of care- 
ful and conscientious w’ork on the part of both ieuobei’S and pupils. 


Middle Grade. — Second Paper. — Girls. 

Report of R. Montgomery, m.a. 

The answering in this paper was, as a whole, satisfactory, but inferior 
to that of the boys. The renderings of the passages from the prescribed 
author gave proof of a very general use of translations, and accuracy 
Was often sacrificed in an attempt to use showy ex])ressions. The short 
passages to be annotated were, generally speaking, not well done, and 
the scansion exhibited a great deal of guess work. The unprescribed 
P^sages were better done than might have been expected, but a large 
proportion of the candidates failed to extract any sense from the passage 
from Virgil. The History questions were very fully answered by 
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many of tlie candidates, most of whom, however, insisted on dragging 
in a great amount of altogether unnecessary matter. In tills I'espeet, 
girls ought to practice conciseness and brevity of expression, and to i*e- 
uiember that it is a mistake to give information that is not asked for. 


Senior Grade. — Second Paper. — Boys. 

Report of Rev. E. Mardire, d.d. 

It is a noteworthy fact that only a very small percentage of the 
candidates failed to attempt every single question on this paper. The 
number, too, of those who scored more than half of the total marks, 
was nnusually, and, I think, imprecedeutedly large. Whether it was 
the result of carelessness or of want of knowledge, however, many gross 
and easily avoidable errors were exhibited in common by a not insig- 
nificant number of the competitor. To take an example fiom the 
very first question, it is difficult to account for the fact that “ mmpat ” 
is not unfrequently rendered, in the Answer-books, as if it wem of the 
indicative mood, and the meaning of the whole sentence thus destro)’ed. 
Boys ought to be ti*ained to keep their eyes open to the import of the 
various inflections, and not to i-est satisfied with a careless gknee at the 
mere outline of a ■word. Again, iu the- sentence of the impreacribed 
prose selection oommencing : — 

Alorampugnae attulit quod Ilasdmhal notavit, &c. 

moi*am” was by several candidates translated “ manner,” while a very 
large section failed to see that the subject of “ attulit*’ was the sentence 
following it. 

The mythological and histoidcal references, so common in Honvee, 
are evidently little attended to. A considerable number of marks was 
thus forfeited. 


Senior Grade.— Second Paper. — Girls. 

Report of Rev. E. Maguire, d.d. 

Higher marks have been assigned to one of the very limited number 
of Answer-books than liave ever been awarded before in this section 
of the Senior Grade Latin, so far as I am a'ware. A few^ others, too, 
have secured a most creditable percentage, and the answering in gener.d 
was eminently satisfactory. 

The ”Ars PoetLca” appears to present many stubborn difficulties 
even, to gifted and highly educated girls. Neither do they find them- 
selves quite at home in attempting to translate unseen poetry from 
advanced authors, 


ENGLISH. 

Preparatory Grade (Boys). — First Paper. 

Report of R. Donovan, b.a. 

We examined the papers of the boys of the Preparatory Grade m 
English Composition, Grammar, and Scott’s “Lay of the last hlin-strel. 
TSvo hundred and sixty two of the candidates obtained fifty per cent., or 
paore, of the marks assigned to these subjects of the English programme. 
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The papers sho^yed on the whole an improvement on those examined 
in the same gi*ade last year. We noted with special satisfaction that 
some of the more glaring and general defects upon which the examinei's 
animadvei’ted last year, were neither so geneml nor so obtrusive in tho 
papera of the boys examined this year. 

In Composition there were fewer faihu’cs, and the number of candidates 
whose compositions reached an average standard of meiit was greater. 
Not a few oi tlie compositions were very good indeed. The best wore 
wTitten on the subject of *• An Irish Faiiy Tale.” Many of the stones 
were vivaciously and charactei'istically told. A gi’oat many candidates 
selected “ A. Country Biive or Walk: in Winter ” as the subject of theii* 
composition. The compositions on this theme revealed a supiisinglj' 
general ignomnee of the ordinary phenomena to he seen in the coui*se 
of an excui'sion through the country dining the winter season. Only a 
very small number of the candidates wlied on» or recalled, then own 
expeiiences or observations in describing the drive or walk. The 
incidents were in most case.s invented, and many of the candidates, who 
were evidently city-bred boys, showed complete ignorance of the simpler 
natural changes that follow the succession of the season.s. One boy 
found in the course of hi.s walk on a wintei*s day “ a biid’s nest with four 
eggs.” Another heard the song of the nightingale in the course of his 
mnible. Another told how, j^ter having enjoyed himself skating, he 
proceeded to an orchard where gooseberries, apples, and strawberrie.s 
were to be found growing in profusion and full maturity under the 
winter sun. Only one boy displayed any knowledge of the elements 
of natural history. The candidate wliose whole available knowledge 
of the country w'as summed up in the statement that the country 
is one of the best places for crops to grow,” was a tyi)ical instance. 
This rather too common defect suggests the idea that the hoys 
are not tiuined in. the use of their eyes as well as they miglit he, 
and that it would be well if they were exercised somewhat more 
frequently in writing siinjde descriptions of what they see. The presence 
of vulgarisms and pi-ovincialisms was not general. The use of the singulai' 
verb with the plural noun was to be met with more frequently than one 
would have expected. And the description of the Lady of Branksome as 
‘‘the widow Buccleuch,” was more familiar than elegant. 

The answering in Graimiuir was good. In defining the passirg voice 
agreatmany of the candidates confounded “agent” with “nominative,” 
and “object” with “objective case,” and showed that they did not 
apprehend the distinction between the gi’ammatical form and the thing, 
or the relation, expressed. The Parsiny was not .so good a.s last year. 

The Cantos of Scott’s “ Lay of the Last Minstrel ” appointed for ex- 
amination were closely studied by most of the ciindidatcs. A few 
evidently confined their attention to composition and gi’ammar altogether. 
And there was evidence that otliens failed to completely understand the 
text which they committed to memory. The verae fonus were more 
genemlly preseiwed in the quotations this year than lust year. 

It is satisfactory vo be able to report that the recommendations of the 
Examiners with regard to the teaching of punctuation and orthography 
have home fruit. There is still gi*cat room foi* improvement. But the 
alsc-nce of full stops and capital lettere was the exception, not the rule, 
this year.

Report of the Intermediate 

Prepabatory Grade — First Paper. — G 1 RI 4 S. 

Repoi-t of L. Edward Steele, m.a. 

I have been pavbicularly pleased with the answering of the girls m 
this Grade, a great deal of intelligence having been displayed. As 
far as neatness and orderliness ai'e concerned, wlieu tlic age of the 
candidates is taken into consid(?ration, the Answer Books deseive 
much praise. The almost nniveifial practice of dealing with tlie ques- 
tions in tlieii* mimerieal order is particularly gratifying to an Examiner, 

The favourite subject for Composition was “ A country drive or 
walk in Winter,” few, comparatively speaking, caring to attempt (b) 

Use lessens maiwel,” but I was surprised to find so few writing “ An 
Irish Faiiy Tale,” Several, however, substituted the Avell-worn and 
most im-Trish tales of “ Jack and the Beanstalk" or “Tlie Three 
Wishes,” and one or two ingeniously attem)>ted to give an Irish 
colouring to these and similar tales by an alteiution m locality and 
names. Many pretty and most pmiseworthy essays were retmmed on 
“A country thnve or walk in Winter,” and a hwge number already 
exhibit considerable facility m expressing themselves clearly and happily. 
The handwriting was good, and the spelling very fair. But I would 
urge that every efToi*t should be made by teacher’s to check the use of 
vulgarisms, such a.s “ When I do be walking," “ I went for to get,” 
the use of “slip]>y ” for “slippery"^ the amalgamation of “cdlriyhi'’ 
and “ at all ” into single woixls — tliese vulgarisms and rrristakes Wing 
all of very frequent occm’rence. 

The grammar questions Avere, on the A\-hole, very satisfactorily 
answered, but much difficulty was experienced in dcaluig Avith Question 
3 — “ What is meant by the Passive voice 1 ” — the airswsi's “ that it 
denotes an actron Avhich took place at some past time," or that “ it is 
constructed with the A'erb to fie, and the past participle of some verb," 
baxiug been given oauu* and over again. 

In the parsing, hardly any failed to jjarse the three “ iJiats " in («) 
and (6), but those who pai*sed maid " in (b) and “ hair'* in («) might 
be numbered on one’s fingers. In (c) “ sitjht " Avas frequently pai'sed 
as objective to “«wd«re.” 

In the Lay of the Last Minstrel, the knOAvledge of the facts of the 
poem, which Avas tested by Questions o and 7, was excellent. In tlic 
ansAvers to Question G (where par*ticuhn- attention Avas drawn to the 
necessity for correct punctuation jind use of capitals), it was pleasant 
to see tire evident efforts of the candidates to attend to tire directions- 
Bat there was a great deal of •phonetic spelling in these quotatioum, 
ahoATing that mere parrot-like recitation Avithout under'standing of the 
ATOixla, was put upon the jiaper, Theproper names throughout the ansAvers 
were badly mangled, and more attention should he paid to this point. 

Question (8) severely tested the difference l>etweeii mere knowledge 
of the explanation of urdividual words and phrases, and a knowledge of 
the context ; with tiie result that many failed entirely to appreciate 
the question. Extraordinary confusion prevailed in many cases in the 
application of the words “Waspish, arch, and Utherlie,” the meanings 
of each being freely interchanged. About a dozen candidates ventured 
to explain ribbed aisle f and not many successfully interprete 
“ keystone,” wlricli Avas over and OAxr again explained as “ a stone key 
for locking the door of the aisle.” 

But these are ci*iticism.s which apply to iirdiAudual cases more thjur to 
the general result, which I should like again to say was most promising 
and fiatisfactoiy. 
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tTuNiOR Gra.de. — First Paper. — Boys. 

Repoit ofW. M. Dixon, h-.b. ; H. Macaulay PitzGibbon, m.a.; and 
Mauy Story, m,a. 

On the wliolci the ausw’^tjiiu^ wus (j[uitt! up to the avemge of former 
yesU'S. This \vas especially so in the Gravuiiar j at least one question 
tlierein (question 2), was anaweiecl more or less fully by almost all 
mndidates. As o]i foriiier occa.sioiis, the vast majority of the students 
relied too much on mere lucelianioal learning by rote ■n'ithont apparently 
grasping thti meaiiiug of the rulciS or being able to apply them in practice. 
Hence, many who answered the dh*ect questions in Grammar excellently, 
showed, throughout their paper’s, a total ignorance or disregard of the 
very niles involved in the answers they had jnst given. We would 
therefore urge that more attention should lie paid to Composition-- 
which is more elfectual in teachhig CTiannnar and correct uiodes of 
expression, than any mere repetition of rnlcs — and that a larger propor- 
tion of the Grammar marks sliouUl be assigned to grammatical accuracy 
displayed in the Essay and in the paper generally. 

Hardly any candidates answered the j)ai*smg question fully— -the 
nominative absohite proving a stumbling-block to very many. The 
majority, however, showed a fair knowledge of parsing. A cousiderable 
number of candidates parsed all the word.s in the sentences, and not 
merely, as requested, the italicised ones. In the same way, many 
quoted long passages from. “ Rokeby " which were not asked. 

Of the subjects for Composition, “ A Fight by Sea or Land " was the 
favom'ite ; the es.say.s were, however', decidedly monotonous, and many 
seemed to he i-eproduced fi*om Imoks. Hardly any candidates attempted 
any originality in their treatment of the subjects. “ A. kind action is 
never lost,” called forth the same illustrative anecdotes again and agiiin, 
some of which anecdotes were absolutely pointless. Many Composi- 
tions sliowed considerable fluency, but the spelling and punctuation 
wer’e, as a whole, decidedly butl, and a very considerable want of neiifcness 
and acciuacy was displayed, even in some of the Compositions, which 
■'Jfere otherwise among the best. 

As regards the “ Rokeby ” cjnestion.s, the answering was, as a whole, 
good ; but, as usual, many candidates displayed a muclr more intimate 
knowledge of the notes (more or less accurate), given in .some text- 
lx)oks, than of the poem. This was especially sho^vn by the small 
pi'opQi-tion of candidate.s wdio an.swercd questions 7a iurd b (esj>ecialiy 
the lattej') accui'ately and ftdly, whereas miiay C£tndiclates attempted 
question 9 only. A very large proportion appeared not to have prepared 
the “ Rokeby " at all, and therefore did not attempt to answer any 
questions out of that portion of the course. V ery many misundei'stood 
the word “ simile ” used in question 6. 

Many candidates omitted to prefix tlie numbei's of the questions to 
the answer’s, and others sepamted the various jjoi’tions of the answers 
in some cases several images intervening between the two or more por- 
tions of a single answer. This gave the Esaminei’s much extra trouble. 


Junior Grade. — First Paper. — Girls. 

Report of JouK Park, u.litt. 

_ 1 examined this year in English, 851 girls (Junior Grade) in Compo- 
sition, Grammar, andScotfc’s Rokeby. 

1 have not examined since 1888, and I think I can report an average 
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improvementj especially in writing, spelling, and punctuation, and in 
close, attention to the rules given to candidates. 

The e.ssays were, as a rule, well written, correctly spelled, fairly 
punctuated, and expressed Avitli moderate propriety and clearness. 
The most frequent errors •wore prolixity, attempts to force a moiul, 
and an exaggerated tone which implied great inexperience, oi’ inattention 
to the sti’ength and the scope of assertions. The prize coiiijK)* 
sitions were very good, though not original or brilliant; they wei'C 
negath'ely rather than positively excellent, but they did reach a high 
point of negative merit, and were really respectable and interesting. 

The answering in Grammar was good, and, I think, better than I 
had in former years ; but few candidates parsed full/j the words 
presciibed, or parsed them imifonnhj loell i very few parsed correctly 
themselves f and '^parole^' (Question 5 d, e.); some drew rather ludicrous 
distinctions (Question 4), such us, “ m// ” is used when a tiling 
belongs to me, “ mine ” when it belongs to me and another as well : 
or ‘my’ when it refers to me, ‘mine’ when it perhaps does not; or 
‘ ’ Is used of persons, ‘ a ’ of things without life, Ac., &c. 

Scott’s Rohehy was usually very well prepai*ed, and well understood. 
I noticed some eiTors in spelling that seemed to be caused by a kind of 
context — sympathy (or attraction) of the visible form, — ‘ tighiles ' and 
‘ sligh ’ for example ; — there were often curious misconceptions, — four 
Of live gilds talcing simile as smihy and referiing to Oswald’s smile ot 
revenge, Wilfred’s smile of jealousy, and Matilda’s smile of kindness 
and several guessed ivildly the allusions in connexion with Runio, 
2)agp.anti and TanisLry ', — but the work was, on the whole, fairly well 
done, and often exceedingly full and accurate. 

I may add that tlie marking and examining would be conducted 
\vith gi-euter ease, and perhaps, precision, if candidates would be moi'o 
cai'eful to number tlieir answers correctly, and not to resume the same 
question with intervals of two or tlu'ce pages. 


Middle Geade. — Kiest Paper. — Bovs. 

Report of L. Edw. Steele, m.a. 

I have this year examined the papers of the Middle Umde Boys, and 
ha\ing last year performed a similar work with those of the girls of the 
same grade, am in a position to make some comparisons. Last yecu.' my 
complaint that too much time was evidently devoted to the compositions, 
to the detiiment of the questions in Grammar and Litei’atuxe, does not 
hold good on this occasion, the candidates having in almost every case 
judiciously gauged their time ; and this too when tlie subjects for com- 
position were more attractive. Indeed the compositions have reached 
a high level this year. The subject — “ 'Tis distance lends enchantment 
to the view ” was the favoiite, andpi'oduced many good efforts, although 
the pessimistic philosophical refl.ections were strangely at variance with 
the views o£ life which one a^ociates with boyhood. Vexy gratifying to 
their teacher's would be the perusal of the compositions on “ Obedience^ 
the bond of Rule ” returned by theii- pupils ; — the schools from -which the 
writers come must be, if their high ideals are carried out, very Elysiums. 
Butthe best compositious were %vritten on the subject of The incidents 
of a heroic deed.” Some were quite admirable, alike in gx'ammar, expres- 
sion, and dramatic power. The hand-writing on the w^hole was not by 
^^y means so good as last year with the girls, and the punctuation was 
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very poor. It is surprising how few recognise in practice the difterenca 
between “comma” and “full stop.” The old complaint of the confusion 
in the use of “ shall ” and “will ” jiiay very justly be made this year ; 
iguoimice cannot he pleaded as an excuse, for Question 2 in the Grammar 
Section, which dealt with this point, ^vas well answered by nearly every 
candidate. 

In comparing the answering iu Grammur with that of the girls, the 
mostobnousimprovement was in the case of the analysis. "While last year 
tliere was quite a breakdown, this year, with few exceptions, tlie analysis 
was at all events attempted, and in many instances most successfully. 

The questions which gave most trouble were : — 

“Q. 4(fl.) asking for “ three of the subjunctive mood.” If the 
candidate happened to xnow by heart the book-rules it was all right, hut 
if not, the attempt to reiisou out an answer was very unsatisfactory. 

Q. 5. In the parsing, hardly any parsed correctly the word arm in sub- 
section (c), the commonest answer was “ arm nominative case to clothed j ’* 
next to this, most dilhculty was experienced in dealing ■svith (ti.) 
allj/ speaking, these things are true.” 

The literature questions wliich drew on the such as quotations 

and the writing of explanatory notes, were, on the whole, os well answered 
as need be, but it was most disappointing to hnd that Q. 8 («.) which 
called lor a little more intimate knowledge of the subject matter of the 
poem, and a little intelligence, should have been so rarely attempted. 
Again, the historical allusion to the downfall of Poland in Q. 8 (i. ) was 
in too many cases badly explained, a large number exhibiting total ignor- 
ance of the century in which the events occurred. 

The auswering in the ‘ Morte d’ Arthur ’ was very good. 


MiDDLifi Gracb. — First Paper. — Girls. 

Report of K. Donovan, b. a. 

The answering of the Middle Grade Girls was, speaking in geueral, 
fair. The compositions of the candidates were, Avith few exceptions, 
Sood, and were in not a few cases excellent in substance, form, and style. 
Some of the essays on the qirotation from Tennyson — “ Obedience is 
the bond of rule ” — missed the point of the saying and were merely 
compositions on the virtue of obedience. Other's of the candidates gave 
a bald exposition and exeinplilication of the literul and obvious ineiining 
of the line from CuTuihell, “’Tis distance lends enchantment to the 
view.” But though the matter of the compositions was often trite and 
commonplace, almost all the candidates wei'e able to ^vlite grammatically 
and huently. 

The answering to the que.stions on Gra/i>iniar was the least satisfactory 
ffiatui'e of the papers. Almost all tlie candidates were awarded good 
marks for jUial^sis, This is the special addition mafle to tire Junior 
Grade Course in the jirogramme of examinations for the Middle Grade. 
The nature of the answering suggests the idea that in grammtU' the 
iittention of tlie ciuidiclates was almost altogether devoted to tJie new 
matter, and that, instead of devoting themselves to a minuter study of 
toe subjftcte named in the Junior Course, they deiffinded altogether on 
their previous knowledge. The results show a larger proportion of 
fhihres in Grammar than die nature of the questions exjjlaius or justi- 
<s. Ror is the neglect of the subject warranted by its ununporumce. 
G1 course there are theoi-ists who contend that there is no such thing as 
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Englisli Gvanmiar, anti that coiTCctucss in Englisli -wribing is to be 
attained obiierwisc than by the study of giummatical geucrali^Ltious and 
rules. But few would contend that a knowledge of the rules for the 
use of EiLall " and “ will,” an ac([uaintn.nce with the past sind pi*eseiifc 
functions of the Sul ijunctive Mood, or an understanding of the meaning 
of “ cnee,’' anti the various ways by which the Englisli Liinguage 
exjii'cases the relations implied by the case forms of other hmgiuiges ls 
useless or cunibei*some. Parsiny also seems to have been completely 
neglected by the Middle Grade cuiulidiites. The results prove that it 
was not safely neglected. 

Tennyson’s “ Morfce d’Arthur” was evidently a favourite study of the 
candidates. The references were all explained fully, and there was a 
thorough acquaintance witli the text e^iibifcod generally. The metre 
iuid music of such a poem should not, however, be ignored or forgotten 
in the study of it. Yet many of the caiididutes failed to preserve 
the fom of the vei-ses in quoting them. This w’us the chief criticism to 
■which the answei’s to the questions on Tennyson were open. The 
experiment of selecting the work of a poet of the Victorian era has beeu 
undoubtedly justified by its success. If wo are to judge by the contrast 
afforded by tlie answering to the questions in Campbell, we must come 
to the conclusion timt the study of the works of the later poets is likely 
to prove more congeniul than the study of the wiitings of the earlier. 
“ The Pleasures of Hope” was not studied with the same care as 
Tennyson’s Idyll. 


Senior Grade. — First Pai'EH. — Boys. 

Repoit of Rev. JouN J. Clancy. 

The papers of the Senior Grade Boys on English Composition, 
English Gi’ammar, and the prescribed Essays from Pope, were highly 
satisfactoi'y in iJmost every detail. The few defects to wliich I feel 
bound to call attention were of minor importance, and arose in almost 
eveiy case less from want of knowledge than from undue haate and 
anxiety. 

In Composition some pupils failed to reach the liigh standard of ex- 
cellence generally attained from not attending to the principle of unity 
in the constinction of sentences and paragraphs ; others erred in the 
application of figurative language; and a few made mistakes in gmm- 
mar. With these excep’tionB—and they were comparatively few — the 
essays wei'e admirable both in matter and style. A remarkable featui'e 
of many compositions was the aptitude displayed by their writei’s in 
introducing suitable quotations. Indeed no better proof of the success 
of the Intermediate Education system and of the efficiency with wliich 
it is being worked could be furnished than the ease with which the 
Senior Grade pupils can call up illustrations, both in prose and verse, 
on a very considerable range of subjects. 

The knowledge of Grammar manifested by the pupils was on the 
whole considerable. 1 ejected, liowever, a more extensive acquaint- 
ance -with the \iews of diffei-ent grammarians on what may be termed 
moot points in grammar. There are many expressions which, if judged 
by the Btereot}q>ed rules of syntax, must be accounted incori’ect, but 
wHch, viewed in the light of our best classical writers, cannot faiily be 
objected to; and in giving theii’ judgments on such expressions many 
ot the Senior Grade pupils of the present year were somewhat disap- 
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pointing. With this single exception the answering in Grammar was 
eminently satisfactory. It may be well to observe, however, that order 
and neatness are j.*equired as well as accui’acy in detail. 

The presciibecl Essays from Pope were thoroughly undei-stoocl and 
duly appreciated by a large majority of tlie pupils, lilany, however, 
would have wittten better papor.s if, instead of spending time giving 
long vei'batim quotivtions that wm*c not required, they had been 
satisfied with a Inief summary in prose of the passages rcferied to. 
Tact, as well as to, lent, is necos.sary for success. 

In addition to the points just noticed it may be useful to state for 
the guidance of some teucliei's, tlmt, without frequent exercises in writing 
doling the year, the pupils cannot ljccxj)ectud bj show tbeii* information 
to l>est advantiige when the final ordeiil has to be gone through. The 
best p.ipers submitted for examination bore evidence of training in 
school-work <)f the most elnboriitc and sy.stematic kind. This we iu*e 
ilisposed to regard as a matter of great importance, for luibibs of order 
ami nciitncss acquired at such an ago arc likely to continue through 
life. 


Senior Grade. — First Paper. — Girls. 

Report of W. Macneile Dixon, ll.b. 

The answering on this paper was good, save a.s regards the pliilo- 
logical questions, which evoked in most cases a series of wild and often 
ludicrous guesses. 

The essays, with some few exceptions, disiilayed no real ability : in 
the majority, didactic platitude was much more conspicuous than 
thought. 

The questions on the prescribed course in literature were answered 
very fully and well. The text was freely and correctly quoted. 


Preparatory Grade. — Second Paper. — Boy*. 

Ucpoi-t of Henry J. Allen, m.a., John D. Colclougu, and 
JouN F. Taylor, b,a. 

Bearing in mind the teiuler age of tliese boys, it may be sai<l that the 
great bulk of them show intelligence, accuracy, and care, and that tlieir 
answering reveals gi*eat jiromisc of good work in the future. It is 
pleasant to observe what a keen interest the boys of this gi’ade take in 
such purely Utciury work as the selections from “The Spectator,’ 
gl'ing, not only the sense and substance of the author, but in most cases 
the very words. In history and geograi)hy the questions relating to 
Ireland were, as a rule, best answered. Many absurd guesses were 
iRade by backward boys, who seemed to have no knowledge whatever 
os to the meaning of the questions with which they had to deal. It is 
a special matter for comment that the easiest and, in a seiLse, the most 
important question of all — Ho. 9.- — dealing as it did with Magna Charta, 
shirked altogether by a large number, whose answeiing in 
this department was otherwise satisfactoiT- Another famous blunder, 
which seemed epidemical, was the astounding one of making the 
t^aspian Sea the largest lake in the United Kingdom. Here, however, 
preceding portions of the question had fixed their minds u[)oii the 
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** Geneviil Geogi’aphy of the world," and tho blunder only shows how 
easily stuclent-s may lose sight of the closing jyortions of a question 
Far moro importance must be attached to tlicii' unsatisfactory answering 
in Fo. 11 (as to the Equatoritil and Polar diatnetei's of tlie earth), 
■which was most wildly answered by a great many. 

The handwiiting, spelling, construction of sentences, and ai’rangc- 
ment of their answer's, wore all left apj>arcntly to the boys them- 
selves, as there was no sign of training whatever to be seen. Tho 
good hoys 'were good in these things, as in all things else ; but the 
weak Ijoys were generally slovenly iuid careless in these matter’s, so 
that their papers were unsightly and repelling. Now, as these inech- 
aniftd things are quite within the reach of the most backward boy, it 
is not crecUtable that they should be allowed to drift into such had 
habits, from which careful preparation and direction may save them. 

Taken as ti whole, the answering ■was most pvaiscwmi*tliy. The l>est 
boys are indistinguishable from those of the Junior Grade, which, of 
coui'ae, is surprisingly good for boys so young, but the weakest boys 
ai-e more absolutely helpless than the weakest of the juniors. 


PREPAHATORY GeADE.— SECOND PaPER.— G iRLS. 

Report of William Graham, m.a. 

^ In tlie Preparatory Grade T am glad to be able to repoii that the 
liigh standard of answering attained last year has been maintamecl and 
even s'ui'passed this year, as might be almost gathemd from the fact that 
seventy-six candidates secured over 400 marks, while six got over 500 
out of a possible maximum of 600 marks. There were very few had 
failui*es. The grammar, orthography, and handwi'iting were seldom bad. 
rUei'e was a tolerable uniformity as resi>ects the standaid reached in 
each bnanch of the subject, the only exception occurring in 
the answers to question 11, which were less satisfactory than the I'cst. 
With res|>ect to this and similai* questions, involving abstract or 
mathematical definitions, such will always be found difficult for very 
yoimg students unless the Teacher Bupplemeiit the words of the text 
book by suitable illustrations. 


Junior Grade. — Second Paper. — Boys.

Report of Rev. James Bonnellan, Rev. Richard Owens, D.D. i 
John F. Taylou, d.a. 

The answciing this yeiu* compares veiy favourably with that of other 
yeiU’s. The portions of the course apparently mo.st popular with the boys, 
and certainly the portions best answered ai‘e — (1) The Spectator, (2) The 
Geogi’jipliy and Bbstory oi Ireland, and (3) the liisfconcal questions 
dealing with gi-eat and heroic persons. 

There is a marked weakness in many cases in the treatiuent

the stiict and 
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the like — indicates an lionest and thorough study of the vanous 
subjects wliicli in itself is a most valuable mental training. No 
doubt the finer shades of meaning, such as for example the sly, subtle 
Immour of Addison, evaded tlieir gi'asp ; but it is all that can fairly be 
asked of young students to make up tJieii* -vvoi ks conscientiously mthout 
too mucli I’egard to niceties of thought or phrase, and undoubtedly the 
papers show that this has been done most admiiubly in many 
cases, while the general average is very high indeed. There are some 
very grotesque mistalces in some cases, and it is carious to observe how 
tlie most improbable blunders, instead of being the freak of one imagi- 
native candidate, seem to spread over a large number of otherwise satisfac- 
toiy students. No doubt, some common jumble tlmt outsiders cannot 
very well trace led to this .strange result. 

The backward boys seem neglected, as their handwriting, spelling, and 
aiTangement of theii' answers could be very easily improved by a little caic 
and guidance. The papers in many cases were j)uzzles of confused and 
tangled information tlirown out at random without order or sequence, and 
often without even the numbens of the answers given to show wdiat the 
candidates intended to deal with. These things should )>c i‘eniedied. The 
faults are in many cases due to mere slipshod carelessness, one 
of the gi'eatest flaws that there cun be in young people, and one 
of the hardest to eradicate later on in life. Teachere would 
do well to train the backward and careless boys into habits of 
neatness and precision. This may be done either by periodical exami- 
nations or by writing from dictation, or in some kindred w’ay, the ini- 
poitant thing being that hand and eye should be drilled to do theii* work 
as well as the more purely intellectual powers. But while these remarks 
ai-e applicable to some, it is gi-atifying to be able to say that a markcid 
improvement and advance in the chai-acter of the answering must be 
acknowledged, and that l^otli in the treatment of the questions and in 
the genei*al intelligence shown by the boys there is ample ground for 
satisfaction. Wliile it is wise to point out weakness, it would be most 
imfalr not to bear full testimony to the good and solid w’ork already 
done, the proofs of which are abundantly evident in these papere. No 
one can read the answers to questions 1 , 3, tmd 7, given by the best boys, 
without being convinced that in ability and industry they leave little to 
he desired. 


Junior Grade. — Girls. — Second Paper. 

Report of Archibald J. Nicolls, ll.b. 

I am glad to be able to report that the answering of the Junior Grade 
gb'ls in the subjects of this Paper was so good, in general, as to betoken 
cai-eful study and accurate teaching. 

The answering of the questions Addison and iii the History 
coui-se reached a very high average. 

In the Geogi*aphical questions the answerirg of many of the pupil.s 
feu short of a good average. This was most apparent iu I^hysical 
Geography, and in the answers to the following question : — 

13. Name the cities and towns of Great Britain and Ireland that 
have a popnlatiou exceeding 200,000.” 

It was startling to find very many pupils mcluding such places as 
Portadown, Cork, Sligo, Queenstown and Tlmrles amongst the largest 
oties and towns in Great Britain and Ireland. 
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Middle Grade. — Second Paper. — Boys. 

Report of William Graiiaji, m,a. 

Tlic answering this yesu* in this bijincli of Englinh shows a decided 
impvovcraent on that of hist year, the avarago atand.’irtl reachwl 
being fairly good ; wliilc of the Ijetter candidates, forty-ouo 
obtained over 400 iiiarlcs, aud four over oOO, out of the total 
possible marhs (675). In History tlie answering was generally good, 
the dates in particului* Ijeiiig very accumtely given ; but questions 5 and 
7 were not so well done as tho others. In Geography, the questions in 
the physical branch of the subject, where theoretical considerations 
enter, wore not so well treated as the rest j and it would be well for 
Teachers to impress on their pupils that they cannot hope to obtain good 
marks in this section unless they show an intolligeut comprehensiou 
of the theory of the subject to test their knowledge of which the question 
is usually given. 


Middle Grade. — Second Paper — Girls. 

Report of John D. Oolclougii. 

I examined the Middle Grade Euglisli Second Paper (Girls). The 
subjects were. — “ Lamb’s Tales ” from Shakespeare, “ English and Irish 
History,’’ “ Geography,” and “ The History of English Literature.” 

Speaking generally, the answering wa.s creditable, not a few of 
the pai>ei-s reaching a high standai'd of merit. 

In the answer's to the questions set on “ Lamb’s Tales” there wiis 
a tendency to stmy away from the point or points contemplated by the 
question. A good deal, for example, was put into the mouth of 
Lear’s fool which was not “ bitter je.st ” at all. This tendency superin- 
duced di^nseness and prolixity. In some instances nine or ten pages 
were entirely taken up with ans'wers to the four questions on Laml>, 
all of which could have been perfectly answered in four. This method 
of pu'oeedure at an examination does not pay, and can scarcely be pur- 
sued except at the expense of the remainder of this paper. If a student 
fills four page.s with the answer to a question valued, say, at 30 uiavks, 
he or she is almost compelled to dismiss in as many lines the next ques- 
tion, which may be one of greater value. 

The answeiing in Hhtoiy was not so good as in the matter of the 
Tales. In too many instances it was both meagre and feeble. There 
w’as not a little gue.ss-work about persons, places, and dates, ending, iis 
giie.ss-work inevitably does, in disaster. A considerable number of 
students confused the Toleration Act of William III. with the Declara- 
tion of Ind\ilgence of James II. 

The Geography was the least praiseworthy feature of the jiaper. The 
Physical Geography, wdtli a vet'y f&vo brilliant exceptions, was bad. Iii 
question 2 almost eveiy student set about explaining the origin of the 
trade winds, a point which was not asked. "Very few' answered even a 
respectable propoi-tion of the places mentioned in qaiestion 1 2. The 
maps were for the most pai*t inaccurate and inartistic. 

The answering in English Literatm-e was extremely good. 1 should 
deprecate, however, too slavish an adherence to the words of ShaVa 
Text-book, or any other, in preparing such matter. 
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Seniou Grade. — Second Paper. — Boys. 

Report of H. J. Allen, m.a, 

I examined tlie answer books of tlie Senior Grade Boys in the Englisli 
Second Paper. The answering was decidedly good. More than half the 
students of the prescribcsd age obtained lionoiiv marks, while the percentage 
of failures was only somewhat over nine. Under such cii’cum.stuncos 
there is not much that calls for comment. Th e prescribed portion of 
“ Bacon’s Essays ” had evidently been carefully read, and many of tho 
papers showed a very considotuble acquaintance with the actual text. 
The History, Geogi-aphy, and Litei*ature were also well answered, though 
on tlie more didicult questions, such as Q 10 and 17, few students scored 
full mai-ks. In one respect the papers showed a stmiige ignorance. Tho 
course set in Geogi’aphy comprised the Comm&rcial Geography of tho 
West Indies and Oceania ; yet the great majority of students seemed to 
have no idea of the meaning of “ Free Trade.” Some conception of this 
famous phrase ought surely to be indispensable to any Tiseful accjuaint- 
ancR with the trading relations of the various parts of the world. 

Tiuning to the work of the over-age (students I have merely to remark 
that it was strikingly infeiior to that of the younger. The number of 
failures here rose to 33 per cent., while those obtaining honour marks 
sank to 25 per cent. The .stimulating influence of exhibitions and prizes 
was never more apparent. 

As regards suggestions to Teachers and Students I woidd Avish to 
impress on them that it is the loiowledge of the relations of facts rather 
than the mere facts tliemselves which is valuable. It is obvious, cf 
course, that a knoAvledge of the facts must precede that of their relations 
to each other \ but tlie danger i.s in regai'ding tliia knowledge as au end 
in itself mther thau as merely a means. In the study of Histoiy is this 
particularly the case. As part of the same principle, I would also urge 
on students the necessity of getting connected outluies of gi*eat historical 
movements. Question 8 Avas .sjjeciully asked to test the student’s 
ATork in this respect. With iew exceptions tlie answei's received were 
unsatisfactory, and seemed to show that students had not any compre- 
hensive giuap of even sucli a subject of national interest as the “Volun- 
teer MoA'ement of ’79.” It Avould be difliciilt, I think, to over- 
estimate the importance to the student of keeping a continuous thread 
running through his history residing. Without some such comiection 
History can only be a mass of isolated and uumeaning details. 


Senior Grade. — Second Paper. — Girls. 

Report of H. J. Allen, m.a. 

Though no single paper struck me as being as good as one received last 
year, the geneinl average — in which of course the real test consists — was 
certainly higher. The percentage of students obtaining Honour marks Avas 
large, and of failures very small. Tlie questions on Bacon, English and 
Irish History, Geography, and English Jjiterature Avere well answered ; 
though here, as in the case of the Boys, Questions 8, 10, and 17, were 
the chief stumbling blocks. In other respects, hoAvever, considemble 
acquaintance Avith the prescribed course Avas shown, Shaw’s Literature 
being, I think, especially well known. The questions in Bacon Avere 
ce^inly better answered than those in Burke last year, and it may, I 
be doubted whether the “ Reflections on the Erench Revolution” 
are not too political in tone to be appreciated hy the average school 
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girl : such at least is the idea which suggests itself to me on comparijig 
this year’s answering ^vith my recollections of hist. For tlie rest thei'e 
was little in the papers tliat calls for special comment ; the remai*ks 
already made in reference to the answering of the Senior Grade Boys, 
hold good also with respect to the Girls^ since the papers of both sexes 
were very similar in quality ; though it is peih;i.ps oven luoi’c necessaiy to 
impress on the female students the value of getting a connectetl outline 
in their historical studies. In conclusion I have but to reiterate my 
opinion that the general average of ausweruig among the Sci»ior Grade 
Girls was this year distinctly higher than last. 


ENGLISH, COMMERCIAL. 

Junior Grade. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of John Park, d.litt. 

I examined this year in Commercial English 200 candidates, viz. : — 
396 Ijoys and 4 girls, Junior Grade, the .subjects being Geography, 
History, and copying manuscript. 

The result is uot satisfactory, especially as my marking did not cit 
on the side of severity ; many of the boys seemed to have no experieuco 
of examinations, and answered without attcn«ling to the questions, or 
indicating the numbers. Many answers were mere guesses, or were 
based on vague local knowledge, and beti’ayed great ignomnee of prin- 
ciples and not merely of dates and other details. Too many boys did 
uot take the copying exercise seiiously, or appesir to imderstaud what 
was required, nor did they make an intelligent attempt to give any go^ 
sense, and weave their loose threads into a connected whole. And in 
haudwiiting, orthogi*aphy, and punctuation, their average level was 
considerably below that of the Junior Gii'ls whom I examined, 

I should add that some did the work neatly, and with a fair amount 
of thought and general information. 


Middle Grade. — Comjiercial Paper. — Boys {and one Girl). 

Report of William Graham, m.a. 

The answering of tho Middle Grade was, speaking generally, good ; 
30 out of 50 candidates scoring over 200 marks, and 7 over 300, the 
maximum possible being 400 marks. Only one girl presented herself, 
and she did very well, on the whole. The copying manuscript was 
generally ivell done. 


Senior Grade, — Commercial Paper. — Boys. 

Report of William Graham, m.a. 

Whatsoever may have been the deficiency in the answering in the 
past, that of the present year in Commercial English is decidedly gooJ^ 
though only 13 presented themselves for examination. Of these, t 
obtoined over 200, and 3 over 300, out of a possible maximum of 400 
marks. Tl\e handwiiting was almost uniformly good, in some coses 
remarkably good. The copying of manuscript was also good, considering 
the rather difficult exercise that was placed before the candidates. 
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PRECIS WRITING. 

Middle Grade. 

Report of Archib.u.d J, Nicolls, ll.b. 

Tlie results in this Examination were unsatisfactory ; -whether tested by 
the proportion between failures and i>assos, or liy tlie average of tlie 
marks gained >)y the pupils who passed. 

Tlie work of many of thorn was too diffuse j that of others was too 
nift^ro. In some instances the summary was such as to mislead the 
reader. In a large proportion of cases the writing was crowded; slovenly, 
and without suitable mai'gin. 

The conclusion forced upon me is that the pupils were left, in geneinl, 
udthout proper teaching as to the object and correct method of Precis 
wiiting. 


FRENCH. 

Preparatory Gbade,— Boys. 

Report of Paul E. E. Barbieb, Charles W. Egertou, m.a., and 
Edmond J. M'Weeney, m.a. 

The Gmmraar answexang is about the same as that of last year. 
'I'hc composition shows a marked improvement. This statement 
apjdies not only to the isolated phrases but also to the continuous 
l>assage. In the fii*st case the improvement appearn to be due to a 
seiious cfToii; on the part of teachers to inculcate a knowledge of con- 
versational and idiomatic French. In the second case the impiovement 
is clearly traceable to the practice of 7'etranslation which we recom- 
mended last year, and to which a question was this year especially 
du'ected The test shows that teachers have adopted the recommendation 
with satisfactory results. 

The ta’anslation from French into English was well done, save as 
regards the vocabulary of special words from one of the prepared 
authors [Qn. 8 A. (a.)J Better preparation is in oui- opinion required 
on this point. In the translation of the continuous passages a fault 
noticed last yeai* was present in this year’s answering, though in a le.ss 
degree, viz., the English employed was in many aises not idiomatic, 
and the comstmetion of the French was followed so closely as frequently to 
degenerate into absolute nonsense. 

The piece of French set for translation afc siglit was in general well 
done, considering the age of the students. 

There was often a deplorable lack of method in the setting forth of 
the answers, many not being numbered at all, or numbered -wrongly, 
and split up, the component parts being taken at intervals, and jumbled 
with portions of other answera so as to make the task of disentangling 
and assigning proper marks to each question a very difficult one indeed. 


Preparatory Grade. — Girls. 

Report of Frederic Spencer, m.a. 

Much work of very excellent quality was sent up in this Grade, 
and the general results were satisfactory. Many candidates, however, 
sho-wed such gross ignorance of the elements of French, that they ought 
never to have been allowed to present themselves for examination. Nor 
was carelessness less frequent than ignorance. A question on the cojti- 
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pdrison of adjectives and adverbs elicited leiigbliy disquisitions on tlie 
formation of adverbs from adjectives, and on the formation of the femi- 
nines and plurals of adjectives (and adverbs I). Another question on 
the number of French Conjugations "was made the occasion foj* lists of 
the vaiioas moods and tenses. A whole verb was soTnetiincs written 
out where the jiresent indicative alone was asked for, and the onlhiol 
numerals were very commonly given in place of the cardinals. 

Some gilds answered a question twice over, without indicating which 
of the answera was intejided to be riiad by the examiner. In other cases 
answers had to be collected from fragments scattered over several pages. 

A large proportion of the answers in prepared translation were good, 
roany being practically faultless. The preparation of many girls had, 
however, been of the woi*st mechanical kind. The cleare.st proof of this 
was the frequent appearance of renderings of pnssage.s not forming pait 
of the extracts set for translation, but occinring in their near context 

The Composition questions, though not difficult, afforded full scope 
for evidence of careful work on the part of teachcra and students, and 
many versions <leser\*fid great pro^e. 


Junior Grade. — Boys. 

Eeport of Charles W. Egerton, ji.a., Edmond J. M'Weeney, u.a., and 
P. L. Nolan, b.a. 

1, Grammar. — The questions were fairly well answered. It is to be 
remarked that the regular verbs, especially rendre, were not better 
known than the in’egularones. Very few candidates seem to liave any 
knowledge of parsing, 

2, Composition.— Tlie improvement noted in the Preparatory Grade 
under this head is equally noticeable here. 

3, The translation of passages of French into Engli.sli was, in general, 
fairly well done. The English into which they were translated, though 
better than last year’s, still leaves room for improvement. To judge 
from the translation of the passages selected, it would seem as though 
much greater care had been bestowed on the preparation of tlic poetical 
author than on that of tlie prose writer. The comparatively easy ])icces 
of prase from Arago were sadly bungled by many candidates who nuido 
really creditable attempts to translate the difficult iiassagcs selected from 
Flavian. 

^ The passage for translation at sight was not very well done, complete 
disregard for sense being the characteristic of the English into wliich 
it was for the most part rendered. 

The want of method noticed amongst Preparatory Students was also 
present in the Junior answering, though not to the same extent. 


Junior Grade, — Girls. 

Report of Victor Oger. 

I have examined 850 Answer-books from Girls, Junior Grade (oO over 
age). Thirty per cent, gained Honoura ; forty-two per cent, passed, 
^d 38 per cent, failed. A small number only sent in good work in 
Grammar and prepared translation, but scarcely equal to the results 
I reported upon from former examinations. 
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Middle Grade — Boys. 

Report of Frederic Spencer, m.a. 

Xhe work of this Grade was by far the least satisfactory that came 
under my notice this year. Much, weakness was shown in the answei's 
to the most elementary of the Grammar questions ; and the more 
advanced questions fared still worse. Much of the Composition work 
was of poor quality ; and comparatively few candidates showed any 
power in ti-anglating into Frencli the passage of continuous English 
prose. 

The prepared books had evidently been cai*efuUy studied by a large 
number of students, but here again many sent up exceedingly unsatisfac- 
tory work. Questions designed to test the candidate’s knowledge of the 
subject matter of the books were often poorly answered ; the Mritan- 
niciis being, however, better known than the Directoire. 

The passage of unprepared French Prose was well translated by very 
few ; and even the most coiTect of the translations of unprepared veree 
were, for the most part, so grotesquely clumsy as Inardly to deserve the 
name of English. Here the remedy is mainly in the hands of the teacher. 
It is imperatively necessary to eradicate from the boyish mind the idea 
that the “ translation ” of a passage of French implies merely the substi- 
tution of any reckless jumble of English vocables which is often only 
intelligible when interpreted l>y the aid of the maltreated original. 


Middle Grade — Girls. 

Rej-wrt of Paul Barrier. 

The questions dealing with the irregular verbs, the agreement of the 
Past Participles, as well as the various ways of translating “ whose ” 
"for,” were not well answered. Though the interrogativo forms were 
well done, yet very few obsei'ved that verbs ending in “ger,” manger, 
h.'id only one interrogative form — “Esb-ce que je mangel" The important 
information given in Grammars on the use of the word “ quo " seems 
to have been entirely neglected. On the whole, the syntax of the 
Grammar Paper is weak. 

The practical side, i.e. tlie colloquial sentences, of the Prose Composition 
has been rendered with ease. This section gains strength. The 
vocabulaiy of the Prose Composition was good, but the use of the 
past tenses was deplorable. The translations of prepared and unprepared 
passages, the allusions, and references have been uniformly well done. 


Senior Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Paul Barrier. 

With the exception of the questions concerning the use of the nega- 
tive, and of the definite article for the English Possessive, the Grammar 
answers are uniformly good. The colloquial sentences have been 
rendered with an unusual success, and exhibit a practical acquisition of 
the language. In many cases there is a ring of living French about 
the answera. The Prose Composition has been fairly done. However, 
the use of past tenges has been somewhat neglected.

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Report of the Intemediate 


Tlie b-anslation of prepared and unprepared -work, the fdlusions, notes 
etc., have been remarkably well done. Very little guessing work 
appeared, and that in the latter ]iai-t of thennpiepared extract Ih 
The candidates of tlie Senior Grade have in their answera sustained 
nay streu^hened, the good opinion I had formed last year' of their pcr- 
fonnance in the Middle Grade. 


Sesioe Grade — Girls. 

Eepoi-t of Frederic Spencer, m.a. 

The general character of the work sent np in this Grade was distinctly 
good. The Grammar questions were, for the most part, very craditably 
answered, and the results in Composition were satisfactoiy. The 
answers on prepared hooka afforded evidence of much careful and intel- 
ligent preparation. A question on subject matter was, generally, well 
answered ; but a large number of candidates failed to recognise the 
idiomatic phrases taken from one of the set books. 

The unprepared French Prose was well translated ; hut many students 
found difScuIty in rendering the latter part of the passage in unprepared 
verae. 

A very noticeable featime of the Examination was the exceedingly 
small proportion of failui’es in this Grade. 


Junior Grade. — Commercial Paper. 

Report of Paul Barbier. 

The attempts are encouraging. The knowledge of commercial terms 
was not the only weak point, the power of translating the pmsages 
■was anything but satisfactory. The literaiy side of the Paper is too 
much neglected — more translations of comniei’cial Fi'ench, and more 
oral drill in the pecnliav phrases and words would rectify the weak side 
of this grade. V ery few know how to date a letter. 


Middle Grade — Commercial Paper. 

Report of Paul Barbier. 

A slight improvement is seen in the answers the Middle Grade 
sent in over those of last year — considering that the commercial 
vocabulary and expressions used in a Merchant’s ofSoe ai-e somewhat 
limited to words and expressions relating to woollen, silk, coal and 
iron exports and foreign products impoi'ts, this branch of the answer 
papers was veiy weak ; this obsei'vation applies to the thi'ee gradea 
The translations of the passages exhibited no mean ability, though I 
notice a very serious drawback in the fact tliat the names of the trades 
were imperfectly kno'wn, 
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Senior G-rade — Commeecul Paper. 

Report of Paul Barbibb. 

A mai'ked progi'esa is seen botli in the vocabulary and commercial 
terms of the answers of the Senior Grade; over tho.se of last year. The 
extracts on banking business and bankruptcy, difficult as they were, 
have been rendered with creditable success. In this Ginde as in the 
others, what is wanted is more oral di-ill, more practice in the special 
terms and sentences used in Commerce. 


GERMAPT. 

PnEPARATOEY, JUNIOE, MIDDLE, AND SeNIOE GbADES. — BOTS. 
Report of V. Steinberoee, m.a. 

Peepaeatoey Grade. 

In the Preparatory Grade, the answering in Grammar was specially 
weak in the questions referring to the declensions and verbs. Scamely 
ten per cent, of all tire candidates were able to conjugate satUfaetoiily 
the verbs “holeu " and “ i-eden.” 

The answers given to the questions attached to the prepared passages 
showed that mere translation was aimed at in the preparation of the 
work. 

A fair number did the composition, cousideiing the age of the candi- 
dates, very creditably. 

The translation at sight was, on the whole, unsatisfactory. 

Junior Grade. 

In this, like in the preceding Grade, the candidates showed great 
weakness in the questions set to test their knowledge in declensions of 
nouns and adjectives. Very few could translate the names of the prin 
cipal countries of Europe into German. They showed good knowledge, 
however, in the verbs and prepositions. 

In the composition, mistakes in the ndes of construction were most 
frequent. As the principal niles of this part of German Grammar can 
be condensed in a few lines, it is strange that such weakness was 
apparant in this moet important part of the language. 

The ti'anslation of the prescribed passages on the whole was well 
(lone ; translation at sight, however, was nriddling, 

Middle Grade. 

The answers to the Grammar- questions showed a marked progr-ess 
compared with the for-egoing Grades. Mistakes in the rules of coustrac- 
tion were still rather numerous in the composition. The prepared pas- 
sages did not show srrch careful prcpar-ation as in the Junior Grade. 
The translation of the iiassage at sight was doire satisfactor-ily. 

Senior Grade. 

Only a couple of failures had to be recorded in tliis Grade. All the 
candidates answered well in Grammar, except in the third question that 
referred to the conjunctions. The majority of the compositions were 
good, and some few excellent. The want of a well-stocked vocabidary 
prevented others from doing better. The prescribed and unprescrihed 
passages were done well throughout. 
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Report of the Intev'inecliate 


Pb-eparatory, JuifioR, Middle, awd Senior Grades. — Girls. 

Repoiii of V. Steineerger, m.a. 

The same remavks as made in the ivipovt on the answering of the 
boys, in the different Grades apply to the answers of the girls with this 
ditfei-ence, however, that the anaweviiig throughout was somewhat 
superior to that of the boys. 


Junior Commercial Grade. — Boys. 

Report of V. Steinberger, m.a. 

The few candidates that presented themselves in this Grade were, with 
one exception, well prepared and showed good promise. 


SPANISH. 

Junior, Middle, and Senior Grades. — Boys. 

Report of V. Steinberger, m.a. 

The candidates in the Junior and Senior Gi’acle gave proof of a very 
careful preparation. The answering of the Ginramar questions was ex- 
cellent. Both composition and translations were done well. The con- 
trary must be recorded as to the answering in the Middle Grade. 


CELTIC. 

All Grades. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of Rev. J. E. H. Murphy, m.a. 

The answering of the candidates in all the grades was, except in a few 
cases, very satisfactory. The failures are comparatively few, and those 
who pass with honours are far nioi*e in number than those who pass 
without honours. I observed that in most cases those w'ho failed faiUd 
mUsrahly j of these one made no attempt to answer even one question, 
and some others seemed to have rend but one of the prescribed 
texts. 

In the Preparatory Grade I was much pleased with the answering. 
IVIiile, of course, there were some failui-es, most of the candidates of 
this ^ade showed that they had been, carefully and honestly prepaied 
in iheir work. 

In the Junior Grade I found hut one candidate to whom I could give 
full marks for Question 6. This shows that Parsing has not received 
due attention in the preparation of the pupils. 

The Gaelic WriiiTig was in some cases very bad in the Junior and 
Preparatory Grades — so bad that it was almost impossible to read it. 
The CompotitioTif in all the grades, was, on the whole, good j hut I was 
not a little simpiised to find that some of the candidates in the Senior 
Grade placed the indefinite adjective pronoun before its noun (as 

ill EngUeh) instead of after it. 
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The answeiiag of the candidates iu the Middle and Senior Grades 
was, as a rule, very satisfactory. 

I Tould recommend that the pupils in all the grades he more carefully 
•Tounded in tlie demsnU of the Gmnwiar and in the idioms. Without 
j sound knowledge of these they cannot creditably pass their examina- 
tions, or acquire n good knowledge of the language. The answering 
showed a tendency to weakness iu the couj ugation of irregular verbs, in 
the comparison of irregular adjectives, and iu the declension of irregular 
nouns. 


Girls. 

Five gu'ls presented themselves for examination ; of these three 
passed with honours, and the other two passed tvithout honours. 


ITALIAN. 

PuEP-enATOKV Grade — Bovs. 

Report of A. Pabinelli. 

The candidates in this Giade were 44 — of whom 22 passed with 
Honoura, and 1 1 failed. 

The answers in Grammar were rather satisfactory, but the compositions 
were deficient in merit. 


Preparatory Ghadb — Girls. 

Report of A. Farinelli. 

The girls in this Grade were about the half in number of the boys of 
the same Grade, and their results almost in the same i>roportion, but 
the girls were more proficient in composition. 


Junior Grade — Boys. 

Report of A. Farinelli. 

This Grade lias given the greatest number of candidates — 80 — of 
whom 37 obtained Hoiioui's, 29 passed, and 14 failed. They showed, 
iu genend, a rather good knowledge of the Grammar, hut tliey did not 
succeed veiy well in the Italian composition, in wMoh only 5 reached 
the two-thu’ds of the marks assigned to it. 


Junior Grade— Girls. 

Report of A. Farinelli. 

The candidates wore 30, of whom 20 passed willi Honours, 12 got only 
1 Pass, and 7 failed. They were somewhat infeiior in Grammar and 
composition to the boys of the same Grade. 
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Bejport of the Intermediate 


Middle Grade. — Bovs. 

Eeport of A. Farinblli. 

Tho work of those boys %vas very satisfaotoiy ; out of 38 candidates 
24obtained high Honotu-s, 13 passed, and only 1 failed. Thoit knowledge 
in Grammar was found good, and the gzmter part of their composition 
was also good. 


Middle Grade. — Girls. 
lleport of A. Farinblli. 

'I'he gilds not loss than Lho boys of tlio same grade have worked very 
satisfactorily. 


Senior Grade. — Bovs, 
lleport of A. Fabinelli. 

In this Grade the results were in general very good, as ahuost all 
passed with Honouiii, and there were no failures. 


Senior Grade. — Girls. 

Report of A. Fabinelli. 

The few girls of this Grade deserve also to be praised, as they gave 
for the most part very good onswera, and all, except one, got high 
Honours. 

In closing these short reports I would recommend to the Teachere for 
all grades to give more time to the improvement of their pupils in 
translating into Italian, as the candidates seldom give very good result" 
in composition. 


ITALIAN (COMMERCIAL). 

Middle and Senior Grades. — Bovs. 

Report of A. Farinelli. 

Perhaps it is owing to the fact of this beiirg the first year in which 
an examination in the Commercial side was held in Italian, that no nioi-e 
than four candidates presented themselves, and only in two Grades 
(Middle and Senior) ; no one, however, succeeded in getting the half of 
the marks assigned to the qirestioM. 
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BOMESXIC ECONOMY. 

Junior Grade — Girls Only, 

Bepoi-t of Jane Barlow and Fannie Gallaher. 

The opinion we have formed of the work of the J nmol's in Domestic 
Economy this year, is that an advance has been made in the study of the 
subject from a scholastic point of view. The majority ot candidates 
answered very creditably “according to the book” wheneveran opportunity 
was afforded them of doing so, and the great mass of marks was gained on 
such knowledge. On the other hand, whereathoronghmastery of the matter 
was required to produce a satisfactory I'eply they frequently failed, 
a fact which in our mind strongly argued aone-sided system of instruction. 
To explain what we mean : — the auswem descriptive of tlie process of 
bmathing were more remarkable for their originality than their 
veracity. In many instances, we. were informed that we breiithed 
through tlie heart, and sometimes through the stomach. One candidate 
was on the way to truth when she told us tliat the organ of respiration 
was the “ nose, a long, damp tube, which catches most of the mites 
that are in the aii\” Several reduced respiration to a process half 
digestive, and half circulatory. We also noticed that candidates gave 
sti'angely incomplete answers wlien a practical home-knowledge of the 
subject would have stood them in good stead On former occasions we 
liave noted a greater depth of originality of a humorous kind in the 
answers. The sense of fun seems now self-conscious and retii'ing, without 
any mai’ked iiiiproveiuent in the accuracy of the answer's save that they ai*e 
more bookish. The candidates go wrong still, but in a more conuuon- 
place way than was their wont. They are more commonplace, too, in 
theii* way of going right. 

K we could he heard by the teachers of the Intermediate Domestic 
Economy Glasses, and might venture to addi-css them, then we should 
l>e tempted to advise less book and more diagrams and blackboard. 
They might idso with advantage evoke the minds of their puxiils by 
gimg the^n a turn at the blackboard, or by holding preparatory examina- 
tions on cei*taiu branches of the subject which need pai’ticularly clear 
ex}>lanation. 

To the students we might point out — if we had an opportunity of 
addressing them too — that they should now and again find out if they have 
really giipped a fact by trying to wTite down what they know about it 
and that they should, when possible, make an attempt to help 
practically in the work of the house, especially of the kitchen. 

In many cases we fear it has been too evident that the childi'en 
have reproduced -wi'ong answers. We know that many women belie v“ 
nature has endowed the sex >vith the ca]>acity to teach Domestic 
Economy, never realising that a thorough acquaintance with the 
subject einbinces such extensive studies as Elementary Physiology 
and Chemistry, Cookery, Laundiying, and genei'al House-Manage- 
ment. 


hJ iDDLB Grade. — Girls only. 

Report of J.ane Barlow. 

The answeiing of candidates in this Grade was upon the whole very 
fair, but least satisfactory in the more practical portions ot cheir paper. 
Tor instance, while the Pliysiological c(iiestions were often fully and in-

telligently answered, tlie questions relating to cooking were seldom 
answered in a manner wliich conveyed an impression tliat the candidate 
thoroughly undei'stood the processes described. In answering two or 
three of the questions, diagrams from tlio text-books were well repro- 
duced by some candidates, and hud evidently boen found useful. 

The answering of the over-age candidates was decidedly inferior to that 
of the others. 


Senior Grade — Girls only. 

Report of Fannie Gallaher, 

The answering in this Grade this year was, in my opinion, a falling-off 
from wlmt it was when I examined in 1891. There was a large display 
of evasiveness in the replies, and, as a rule, the longest, most inflated 
answer contained the least tinith. Common sense seldom came to the 
rescue when book-knowledge failed, and wherever the candidate’s oun 
view of the matter was expressed it was generally sill 3 ^ 

It may be that teachers do not give the subject a high enough stand- 
ing in their schools, and neglect to point out to the students that 
Domestic Economy enters more into the average woman's everyday life 
than any other study of her girlliood. As a rule, I think, teachei-s and 
taught consider it is not easy to fail in this subject, and so they leave it 
very much to luck. They generally believe that “ you come to know 
all about it as you grow up.” The reverse is the case, and they shovdd 
be made to understand that the usual result of their ignorance is an 
irremediable amount of misery and an inexcusable amount of waste, 
The general impi-ession left by the answers was that the candidates 
rather despised the paper, treated it Ciirolessly, and nished through their 
work in half the time allowed. Of coui'se, thei*e were exceptions, and I 
was a^evy pleased to read through some answer books wMch afforded 
ample testimony that the suljject had been studied from a proper point 
of view, and that the text-books were only so many finger-posts showing 
the right way to a thorough knowledge of this most important branch 
of a woman’s education. 


ELEMENTARY MECHANICS. 

Senior Grade. — Boys only. 

Report of Henry C. M'Weeney, m.a. 

The answering in Elementary Mechanics was not of a satisfactory 
character. For the most part the work was presented in a defective 
manner, formulas being put down and maniimlated without any explana- 
tion of theii' meaning or of the principles which they embodied. This 
fault was accentuated by the poorness of the answering when, from the 
natiu’e of the question, a principle had to be explained, notably in iJie 
case of the piinciple of work. This gives rise to the suspicion that 
some candidates may have produced numerically correct solutions of 
questions without having grasped the principles involved. The best 
answering was shown in the case of questions dealing with the ‘‘inclined 
plane” and “projectiles.” “ Relative motion” appeara to be neglected 
as there was, save in a couple of iuBtances, a complete failui'e in an easy 
question on this subject. 
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PLANE TPjaONOMETRY. 

Senioii Giude. — Boys as’d Gikls. 

Reiioit of S. P. Johnston, ii.a. 

The aDSwei'ing of the students was excellent. The paper contained two 
difficult <ineations, yet both of them were solved by seveial candidates. 

The chief point on which an unfavourable criticism might be passed 
was the manner of answering one of the simplest book questions. Pupils 
should cei-tainly be told that it is not sufficient to write as the definition 
of the cotangent merely that it is “base divided by perpendicular.” 
Then, again, tracing the changes of the cotangent through the four 
quadnvnts should be a simple task for the Seuior Grade, yet but a small 
proportion gave satisfactory answei-a to this question; the sudden 
dianoe from positive to negative infinity seemed to puzzle many, while 
others distinguished between positive and negative zero. In those 
questions wliioh involved numerical calculation there was a strikingly 
huge number of students who were correct in the trigonometrical formulae 
but failed in the merely arithmetical work. In giving the solution of 
the trigonometrical equation altogether too large a proportion of the 
candidates who sent in what is called the general solution wrote one 
part of the angle in oiroular measure and the other in degrees. 

Such faults as I have mentioned are easily cor’reoted by the teacher 
directing the special attention of the pupils to them. 


ALGEBRA AND ARITHMETIC. 

Sehiok Giiade. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of Robeet Russell, m.a. 

The answering of the boys of the Senior Grade in Algebra and 
Arithmetic was satisfactory. Nearly 65 per cent, passed, and sevei-al 
candidates sent in really good papers. 

At least haK the questions on the paper admitted of easy verification 
when the answer was obtained, yet there were very few instance.s in 
which this test of accuracy was applied. A considerable number of 
candidates obtained correct equations for the solution of No. 13, yet in 
only three cases (two boys and one girl) was the subsequent work accu- 
rate. Some candidates reduced No. 1 1 to the elimination of x, y, z 
from three homogeneous equations of the liist degi'ee, and then luiule use 
of a method of “ cross-ratios ” which was quite wrong. Indeed some 
thought that the ratios of any numher of quantities could be found by 
this method from two equations — for example, in No. 12 the ratios 
X- ; y’ ; : xy were thus determined. 

R teachers impress on them pupils the importance of verification, and 
insist on it when at all convenient, the character of the answering in 
this Grade will, I believe, be very much raised. 

IVith very few exceptions the answering of the over-age candidates 
was so bad that it requires no further comment from me. 

The answering of the girls in this Grade was fairly good. Neatly 40 
per cent, passed.

EUCLID. 

Senior Grade. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of M. W. Joseph Eey, m.a. 

In tlio Senior Grade the answering was good in the fii*st four books, 
hlarks were taken off mostly for the following reasons 

In the question, To a given line apply a parallelogram equal to a 
given triangle, and containing an angle equal to a given angle,” many 
candidates stated the construction in such an unsatisfactory manner 
that it wtis not clear from what tliey wrote down that they were not 
assuming in the construction the very proposition they were asked to 
prove. In the question, “ To prove that the angle at the centime of a 
circle is double the angle at th e circumf orence standing on the same ai*c,” 
a gi*eat number of candidates proved only one case of the proposition. 
Vnien inscribing a regular quindccagon in a circle, a mmiber of candi- 
dates made no distinction between arcs and chords, and a large number 
drew impossible flgui'es. The exammei- would advise students to spend 
more time in making their figures, and to make moie use of intelligible 
abbreviations and symbols. 

The Senior Grade boys displayed a very superficial knowledge of 
Euclid’s Sixth Book, and of the definitions of liis Fifth. Coinpai'atively 
few knew liLs definition of ratio, and a still smaller number were 
able to write out cleaiiy his test of the equality of two ratios. 

The answering in problems was very satisfactory. Failures were 
made mostly in connection with tlie question in which the expression “ a 
variable chord ” occurs j as the great majority assumed this to mean u 
chord of given length, but whose position varies. Many candidates too 
failed to put in complete answer's to questions 10 and 11. 

The examiner found that the girls were more careful to adopt 
Euclid's metliods than the boys, but still tlreir answering of the pro- 
positions was inferior to that of the boys. Many of the girls wrote 
out by mistake answers to propositions that were not asked, and 
a smaller percentage of them attempted deductions. 


Middle Grade. — Boys, 

Report of J. P. Johnston, m.a. 

The answering in this grade, except that of the over-age students, was 
very good. The proofs of the propositions were generally clear and 
concise. In many cases, however, when an important part of the proof 
depended ujron a pi*evious proposition, the connection was not given mth 
sufficient fulness, in such parte, and others, undue abbreviation was often 
made by making the number of a reference do duty for a step in the 
reasoning. 

The deductions were done by a considerable number of the candidates 
and, as a rule, well, mth the exception of the second last which in 
almost every instance was proved in a rather clumsy manner. Evidently 
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few, ii any, of the boys knew how to analyse such a question properly 
or, if tiiey did, how to make use of theii' analysis, which accounts for 
the veiy small number who did the second part. In many ways it 
would be of considerable advantage if boys were taught how to put in 
an indirect proof baaed upon an analysis. 


Middle Gbade. — Girls. 

Keport of S. P. Johnston, h.a. 

The answering in Euclid of the Middle Grade Gii-ls was very satisfac- 
tory, but ii Bcems fair to ask students of auch standing to pay more atten- 
tion to the drawing of their diagrams. It was quite a common occui-- 
rence to find a circle said to be described around a triangle and yet rvith 
its ou-oumference not paasmg through any of the vertices. The sense in 
which the word around was used in such casaa was that in which we 
speak of the Earth’s orbit being ai-onnd the Sun. 

Another point about drawing to which teachers slioukl (b-aw attention 
is in connection with the ebagram of Prop. 10, Book IV. Here 
it is sufficiently evident that the smaller circle must cut the larger, yet 
rather more than thi-ee out of five of the pupils drew the two circles 
toucliing. I am aware that a partial apology may be made by referring 
to some of the text-books which are guilty of this blmrder. 

It is to he regretted that the candidates cbd not more generally shorten 
the labour of wilting by the use of symbols. They are permitted to use 
“imy intelligible abbreviations,” yet very few made proper use of this 
liberty. 


Junior Grade. — B ovs. 

Keport of M. W. Joseph Pry, h.a., J. P. Johnston, m.a., Patrick 
Kelly, and H. C. M’Weenev, m.a. 

The examiners are glad that they find themselves able to issue a 
favourable report of the answeidng of those boys who passed in the 
Junior Grade. 

They regret that a rather large percentage failed, but are satisfied 
that those candidates who did not score the required minimum, in almost 
every case, did not deserve to receive any marks whatsoever for Enolid. 
They irish to call attention to the bad spelling of the boys ; they also 
strongly advise a greater use of intelligible abbreviations and symbols ; 
they do so especially in connection with the proofs given in most oases 
of the 10th proposition of the Second Book ; many hoys here devoted 
half a page of writing to a part of the proof which was fully given by 
others in two or tliree lines. They accordingly recommend that the hoys 
do get more practice in writing out Euclid. 

At the same time they wish to call attention to the frequently 
recurring improper use of the symbol + in statmg the equality of the 
two sides, when making use of the fourth proiiosition of the Fii-st Book. 
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Wliea proving a proposition, sucli as the ninetoeatli of the Third Book 
they advise students to make a point of referriiig to any previous 
proposition of a similar nature assumed in the proof, such as the eif^h- 
teenth, by a statement of the substance of its enunciation. ^ 

The examiners foxuid that a great luuuher of candidates not only 
did not refer to the twelftli axiom in proving the twenty-ninth of the 
First Book, hut referred instead to the twenty-seventh or twenty-eighth 
as proving that the lines considered would meet if produced. 

Taking into account the number of failures made in tlie second part 
of the thirty-third, and in proving the twenty-nintli of the First Book, 
the examiners are of opinion that the theory of parallel lines was very 
im])erfectly undei-stood by a great number of the candidates. 

They regret to state, that, in a number of cases, after receiving a 
favourable impi*ession of a boy from the style in which he wi’ote out 
propositions, they were compelled to alter tlicir conception of his 
knowledge of Euclid ou reading his uhaurd attcmjjts to grapple with 
one of the deductions. 

Some of the candidates answered extremely well in the deductions, 
but the examiners would like to soo more boys attempting them. 


Junior Grade. — GIkls. 

Report of C. J. Joly, m.a. 

I have examined the papers in this Grade, and consider the result 
satisfactory and unsatisfactory. It is certainly veiy satisfactory on 
account of the number of passes. It is unsatisfactory because the 
cUlhcult propositions, Nos. 2, 5, and 8, were very largely answered, 
while many students came utterly to grief in Nos. 1 and 4, and but some 
half-dozen made any serious attempt to do a dedncible. To quote some 
of the students, the sequence I am afraid is that not many have any 
real grasp of Euclidean geometry, while very many are perfect in certain 
of Euclid’s propositions. 

A word as to the style of answering. In most cases this was per- 
fectly neat and careful while at the same time there was a vast amount 
of unnecessary verbiage. Very frequently the enunciations of the 
questions w'ere given. There was one remarkable exception — question 
No. 4. The students seemed to forget that the examiners asked for 
a statement here, and did not in the least requii’c one elsewhere. Had 
they lemembered this, the remark, “ I could do this, but time is up,” 
would have been less frequent, and 40 or 60 more marks would have 
been the result. Occasionally I would have preferred a word or two 
more. I was sometimes frightfully at sea in No. 6 — On which line does 
the segment stand 1 Another puzzle was this — In Prop. 4, Book 1, 
a student wiites — A B + BC sOE-i-EF. What does the 
student mean 1 

I think it is evident from the results that the teachers are to be con- 
gratulated on careful conscientious work. At the same time would it 
not be well, both from an educational point of view and from the 
lower standpoint of desired success in examination, to devote a little 
more time to easy deductions from Euclid ? 
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Pbeparatory Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Gerald Griffin, and H. 0. M‘Weeney. 

As regards the Propositions, the examinera consider the answering 
on the whole very satisfactory. They desire, however, to point out a 
prevalent error in the omission of the second part of Prop. XVI., 
Book I. Comparatively few of the candidates attempted the deductions 
seriously, and although some of these answered very well, the examiners 
think that sufficient attention is not paid to this part of the pi*o- 
gramme. 

Symbols were generally used, and in most cases appropriately j hut 
occasionally, as in the incorrect use of the symbol “ -|- ” for “ and/’ 
there appeared to be some confusion of ideas. 

For the most part the work was neat and the iigures well drawn. 


Preparatory Grade.— Girls. 

Report of S. P. Johnston, m.a, 

The papers in this grade were not of a very high class though, per- 
haps, up to the level oi what may be expected from such junior students. 
One question on the paper, an easy deducible, was not even .satisfactorily 
attempted. In another, the 48th Proposition of Book I., some 
ten per cent, of the candidates made that fatal blunder of producing oue 
side of the given triangle : it would, perhaps, he as well were teachers 
to more generally adopt that mode of proving this theorem in which the 
diagram consists of two separate triangles instead of the conventional 
way in which the two triangles have a common side. 

Neai'ly twenty per cent, of the candidates made the mistake ofproving 
a proposition totally distinct from that asked in the paper ; this is a 
species of carelessness against which pupils sliould be specially wanied. 

The spelling in many of the papers was astonishing ^ for example, 
“ gnomen ” was quite common, “ bisicted ” and “ bisceted ” (the latter 
was used in the sense of divided) were frequent, while isosceles apj>eared 
in such forms as “ iscosceles,” issocclcs,” “isossoless.” The bad spelling 
of the technical terms and the carelessness above-mentioned, i.e., proving 
the wrong theorem, point to the conclusion that teachera do not suffi- 
ciently exercise their classes in writing out their Euclid. It is slow* work 
no doubt for the pupils, and I kuo^v by experience how tedious the cor- 
rection is for the teachers, but it is an absolutely essential discipline. 


ALGEBRA. 

Middle Grade. — Boys. 

Report of W. R. Westropp Roberts, bi.a. 

The answering in Algebra of the Middle Grade Boys, wffien considered 
as a whole, can scarcely he looked upon as satisfactory as thirty-eight 
per cent, of the candidates failed. 

But the answering of those who passed or obtained honours was 
very fah and creditable. There were, I consider, three difficult 
questions on the paper, and a considerable number of boys wlio obtained 
honours solved them correctly, some few giving neat and ingenious 
solutions. 
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Report of the I'iitemiecliate 


Middle Geadb. — Girls, 

Eeport of S. P. Johnston, m.a. 

The answering was highly creditable. Tliere might b© on improve- 
ment in the solution of problems and much greater attention should be 
paid to the use of factors. 


Junior Grade— Boys op the Prescribed Age. 

Report of 0. J. Joly, m.a., Rev. Thomas Power, W.-R. Westkopp 
Roberts, m.a., and R. Russell, m.a. 

The answering of the Junior Grade Boys in Algebra, when considered 
as a whole, has been very indifferent this year. Nearly 63 per cent, of 
the candidates failed to pass and we would draw particular attention 
to the fact that, of those who failed, about one-half received no mai’Ls 
whatever. That boys should be sent up for examination in such a state 
of complete ignorance appeal’s to be an extraordinai’y fact and one 
calling for comment from us. 

Many of those who passed exhibited a fair general knowledge of 
principles but showed considerable inaccmucy in their work. Among 
those who obtained honours were many boys who answered well and 
intelligently and some who obtained full marks. 


Junior Grade. — Girls. 

Report of S. P. Johnston, m.a. 

The answering of the candidates in this class was extremely poor. 
It was the numerical calculations that proved fatal to the majority. 

Time after time candidates sent in, as solutions to the equations, 
expressions containing the unknown quantity. 


Junior Grade. — Boys — Over-age, 

Report of Rev. Thomas Power. 

The answering of these students in Algebra has been most unsatis- 
factory. Out of 224 students not quite 19 per cent, have passed and 
only four students barely succeeded in obtaining honour marks. 

More than 50 per cent, of those who failed got no marks whatever. 

These students, in general, showed no knowledge of equations and 
very little of any other part of Algebra. 
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Prepaeatory Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Wm. Bersw, m.a., and E,ev. Thoius Power. 

Tbe answering, as a rule, was very creditable. 

It would be well if more attention were given to working out ex- 
amples as many candidates were very inaocmute. 


Peepabatory Grade. — Girls. 

B.eportof Wm. EEBGlit, m.a. 

Taken as a whole the results were most satisfactory. A lai'ge number 
of good papers were sent in. 

As in the Preparatory Boys, tlio failure of many candidates is to lie 
attributed to want of practice in working out cx.amples. 


ARITHMETIC. 

Middle Grade. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of S. FitzPatriok. 

The answering of the boys was excellent showing an improvement on 
the very satisfactory answering of last year when the failures were so 
low as 23 per cent., this year the failures are only 18 per cent., while 
the Honoin have gone up from 38 to 45 |iei' cent. This is a very gratify- 
ing result and speaks weU for the solid oharaoter of the education given 
in our Intermediate Schools. 

When compai'ed with the results of last year the giids^ papeis show 
a marked improvement, the failmes have fallen fi'om 42 to 36 per 
cent, while the Honora have gone up from 15 to 24 per cent. Notwith- 
standing this improvement the answering is still fai' from satisfactory, 
the majority of Passes were secured by picking questions dii'eot from rules, 
and which required no ti'oublesome thinking. 


JcNiOR Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Rev. James Dowd, b.a., and P. A. E. Dowlino, b.a. 

On the whole the answering in Arithmetic of the Junior Grade Boys 
may he regarded as satisfactory. A great deal of inaccitraey in working 
out questions was, however, noticeable nor were the methods employed 
always the best. Questions requiring some thought and consideration 
on the part of the student were not, in most cases, successfully attempted. 
The number who failed to work correctly the questions in Reduction was 
unexpectedly large. Taken as a whole the result shows a great deal of 
successful leaching, and in general the answeiing was satisfactory. 
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Repoii, of the Intermediate 


JirsioE, Geade. — Giels. 

Eeport of Rev. James Dowd, b.a. 

The ajiswering of the J imior Grade (Girla) was not of a high order 
The numljer of failures was large. The working of tlie questions showed 
too many marks of inaccuracy to he satisfactory nor were the methods 
employerl always the best. The questions that called for some thought 
were generally passed hy. The general result of the answering showed 
want of soundness and thoroughnesa hut some excellent answering was 
to be found also. 


Peepaeatoht Geade. — Eoys. 

Report of S, FitzPatrick and P. A. Whitton. 

The answering was chai'ixcterized by thought, accuracy, and neatness, 
giving fine promise of the future of the little fellows of this grade. Of 
1,746 examined, G36 obtained honor marks, and 661 passed, while 
among the failures there were very few instances of total nnprepared- 
ness. 

The questions outside the Ordinary Rules, and reqiuring some exercise 
of thought on the part of the candidate, were, as usual, those upon 
which most came to grief. 


Prepaeatort Grade. — Girls. 

Report of P. A. E. Dowling, b.a. 

Tho answering in Arithmetic by the Girls of the Preparatory Grade 
was only fau-ly satisfactory. Very many marks were lost by inaccuracy 
and, at least apparent, carelessness. The methods employed were, in 
many cases, by no mean.? the best and am indiflerent knowledge of the 
whole course was much more evident than a thoroughly sound under- 
standing of those elementary principles which should be more carefully 
attended to as forming the fonndatioir of a successful knowledge of this 
and other raatlieniatical subjects in the succeeding grades. 


BOOK-KEEPING. 

Middle Grade. — Boys and Girls. 

Eeport of F. A. AVeitton. 

Siity-two boy,s were examined, of whom fifteen, or less than one 
fourth, failed. 

Of those who passed the greater number exhibited a good knowledge 
of the subject and appeared to have been well prepared ; this is evidenced 
by the large proportion who obtained honor marks, thirty-four out of 
forty-seven. 

"With respect to girls, only five candidates presented themselves of 
whom two failed and three passed. No honors were obtained. 

In the case of both boys and girls the penmanship and execution of the 
■work generally Tvere highly creditable. 
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JuisTioR Guade — Boys and Girls. 

Hc])ort of F. A. Whitton. 

Of the hoj^ 559 cnnilidates were examined. Of these 143, or slightly 
over one-fourth, failed. Out of those who passed, 416 in number, 223 
obtained honor marks. 

With respect to the girls, 46 candidates presented tliemselves, 33 
passed, and 12 failed. Of tlio former, 19 obtained honor marks. 

Speaking generally, the candidates who passed exhibited a fair 
practical knowledge of the subject, and in some instances a high staudai’d 
of excellence was attained. 

Even among the failiu’es there were very few exhibitions of total 
iguomnee so painftilly noticeable in former years. 

Of the execution of the work, as regards handwriting and formation 
of 6gures, I am glad to be able to speak in the highest terms. 


NATURAL PHILOSOPHY. 

Senior Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Rev. Francis Lennon, d.d. 

A fail* proportion of boys in the Senior Grade have qualified forpass 
in Natural Philosophy hut tlie number of caudidutes who have made 
really good aiisweiing is small. In many instances it is easily seen that 
a knowledge of the phenomena lias been gained entirely from the text- 
Iwok without the aid of hiboratoi'y appliances, and the useful pj’uctice 
of making rough sketches of the piincipiil instmments required for 
illustration seems to bo sadly neglected in most of the schools. 


Senior and Junior Grades. — Girls. 

Report of Rev. Francis Lennon, d.d. 

The answering in Natural Philosophy of the Senior and Junior 
Grade Girls has been poor. Most of them have not yet leai-nt the 
elementary definitions and, even among those who have obtained marks 
qualifymg for pmss, there are some who possess little more than a mere 
sujjerficial knowledge of the different subjects. 


Middle Grade. — Boys and Girls, 

Report of J. H. Stewart, b.sc. 

On the experimental questions, which formed the greater portion of 
the Middle Grade paper, the answering was very satisfactory and 
bore testimony to much sound and practical teaching. The numerical 
questions were, however, not so well answered. The two questions 
dealing with the Junior Grade course were missed oftener than ":he 
others^ very few marks indeed having been obtained for the first 
question on the paper. The ans'wei’ing of the girls was marked by 
the same features as that of the boys but as of a decidedly weaker 
typa

Junior Grade. — B oTfi. 

Report of Rev. Francis Lennon, d.d., and J. H, Stewart, b.sc. 

The answering of the Junior Grade Boys has been satisfactory, in 
some iustauces it has been excellent. Many of them have got a good 
gnisp of the leading principles of Experimental Mechanics and, what 
is equally important, have lenrut to rely on their own judgment in 
making deductions from them. It was with great satisfaction tliat we 
obseiwed this evidence of mnoli sound and skilful teaching. 


CHEMISTRY 

Junior, Middle, and Senior Grades. — (Boys and Girls). 

Report of E. A. Letts, ph.d., p.c.s. 

On the whole, I have been agreeably surprised at the excellence of the 
boys* answer's in all tliree grades. It has been much better than I an’ 
tidpated and some very high marks were obtained. I noticed, however, 
in the answers to one or two questions a certain ruiiformity of inacenmey, 
or error, to which I draw attention ^vitholTt fiu’ther comment. In the 
one or two questions I set involving a knowledge of practical -ffoik, 
the answers were, on tlie whole, very poor and, in many cases, very bad 
From this I draw the conclusion that practical work is often not 
attempted in many schooLs or at the best is neglected. Tliis I regret 
very much as it shoiUd afford a boy the best, T think, of the few op 
portimities his school life presents for developing and ti'aining the faculty 
of observation. Tlie amount of laboratory instruction required by tlie 
syllabus is not gi'eat and involves only a slight outlay so that there is no 
excuse for its neglect. In making these obseiwations, it is only just to 
say that a few of the answers in practical Chemistiy were excellent, 
showing that in certain schools the subject is carefully taught and its 
value appi*eciated. 

As regai’ds the giils, very few candidates appeared. It is only fair, 
however, to say that the answciing of one or two of them was good. 


DRAWING. 

OBJECT DK AWING. 

Senior Grade — Boys and Girls. 

Report of A. W, Fenton Lanqman. 

The gdi'ls sent in a very good set of drawings, and some of them 
were especially well shaded. There were only two absolutely ba , 
although others failed. 

The repr^entation of glazed surfaces waa somewhat weak and t e 
pei’spective of the shadows faulty. 

In the boys’ section, many diRwings were very creditable. 
students failed to touch the shading evidently devoting too much tune 
to the outline only. u + f 

This does not mean that careful drawing ia to be neglected bu ^ 
no lining-in is required in a shaded drawing. 
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PERSPECTIVE AND PROJECTION OF SHADOWS, &C. 

Senior Grade — Boys and Girls. 
liei>ort of Thomas Scully, b.b. 

Tn the Senior Grade Papei’S examined by me (Pei'qiective and Pro* 
jticciou of Shadows) both boys und girls were fairly sound on the 
Peisi)ective part of the paper, but botii failed miserably in Shadows, 
ittpcciiilly the girls who made little or uo attempt to answer these 
questions, while the boys, save in two or thi*ee instances, were not much 
ktter. 

Certain unfavourable featiu-en that characterized the girls’ answering 
in these subjects last year were altogether absent on this occasion. 
Their answering in Perspective showed that they understood their 
work and they were fully up to the boya in this pai*t of the examina- 
tion. 

In Perspective I may notice that most of the students adopt the plan 
of superimposing all the work for these questions on one Per’spectrve 
tUagmni, leaving often a good deal of confusion and biiziness about 
theii’ construction lines, though in cases where, no doubt, they knew 
their work. This method hardly tends to tho acquisition of ua many 
marks as they otherwise might obtain. 

Many students, in Perspective, seem to have set oft* the eye distance 
Irom the gi'ouiid line, and not from the horizxjn line, and then completed 
their* work with lur extra five feet added to the proper distance, a 
mistake, no doubt, due to carelessness or haste. Briefly speaking, the 
answering in Pei'spective was good but in Shadows it was extremely 
bad. 


Freehand. 

Middle Grade. — Boys. 

Keport of Thomas Scully, b.e. 

In fi'echand dmwing in this Grade I was siu*priaed at the number of 
?ood drawings sent in. The subject was by no means an easy one but 
I relied on the interest the students would be likely to take in di*a^ving 
something that tliey could appreciate better than the more conventional 
subjects set at such examinations. 

The exercise contained some more than usually difficult foreshortened 
tu^es, yet in the majority of cases the drawings were well attempted. 

A gi*eat many of the best paper's showed thorough ability on tire part 

the students. 


Middle Grade. — Girls. 

Report of W. E. Crowther. 

The high standard of excellence which appears to be nsu^il in this 
r^e was fully maintained this year. 

- exercises are generally very neatly done though greater firmness 
‘ hue IS desirable. Certain qualities of the work would indicate tliat

inferior and unsuitable i)encils are too often used. In very many 
instances the candidates have failed to place the swoitl handle pixiperly 
on tlie top of the scabbard, being apparently unaware, if they recofj;iiiseJ 
the object at all, that the bhulc lay within the scabl^arrl. 

Candidates who are inclined to be nervous as to sufficiency of time 
should notice that some of the best drawings sent in are not quite 
completely finis! led. 


Practical Geometry. 

Middle Grade. — Boys, 

Report of P. J. Pkendisrgast, c.e. 

I regret to report that the answering of the majority of the Middle 
Grade Boys in this subject was unBatisfactory ; there were, however, some 
brilliant exceptions whose answeiing, both for neatness and accuracy, 
deserves special commendation. Of the total mimher, 199, examined, 
7 were over age. The average marks obtained by the over-age candi- 
dates equalled 24 out of 250 and 4 out of the 7 failed to obtain any 
marks. Fifty-two candidates out of the 192 under-age also failed to 
show any knowledge of the subject. My ex])erience is that candidates, 
with feu' exceptions, in drawing rely on freehand or object diuvring to 
score and therefore moke little or no preparation in Practical Geometiy 
or perspective. 


Middle Grade. — Girls. 

Report of A, W. Fenton Langman. 

It seems evident from the paper's sent in that a large number of the 
candidates were deficient in the knowledge of the ordinary teims used 
in geometiical drawing. The horizontal plane is mistiikeii for the vertical 
Jjlane, or vice versa. 

The questions are veiy seldom read with care. 

Some of the students should not have been presented for exaTuination. 
^ Twenty-five per cent, of the marks assigned could have been secui’ed 
in more cases if the very elementary part had been worked up at all 
thoroughly. 


Freehand. 

Junior Grade. — Boys. 

Report of W. E. Crowther and A. W. Fenton Langiian. 

Together with on increase in the number of papera worked some 
impi*ovement in tlie general standard of excellence must he noted. 

It is undoubtedly the fact that a fair proportion of the c.mdidates 
prepare for this examination upon methods which do not cause them to 
reahse and secure the benefits to be deidved from a sound training- 
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It must be observed, for instance, that a somewhat iai’ge proportion 
of the papers do not give evidence of methodical construction and an 
intelligent conception of the plaii of the ornament with its more impor- 
tant lines of growth. Tiie midribs of the leaves are not drawn com- 
pletely from point to stem, which is advisable, the breaks and omis- 
sions of parts of those ribs should be left to the finishing stage. Some 
students have attempted to work without a centre line and many othei*s, 
having ebawn onCj have neglected to maintain it dni’ing the progress of 
them work. 

Perhaps the rarest quality Is that of a good general form. 

After tlie height and full width have been fixed the utmost atten- 
tion should be given to the gradual development by observing the 
interspaces as well as the lines themselves. 

A few of the drawings were executed in a coarse and untidy 
manner. 

On the whole, however, there is much to be commendech 


Junior Grade.— Girls. 

Report of A. W. Fenton LiVNGMAN. 

The following principal faults stiike one upon laukuig tbrougli the 
paiHira. The main central line was not carefully kept to the end, lieucc 
many drawings were twisted. 

The main lines uf growtli were put in afterwards instead of at first, re- 
sulting in mere maplilce forms instead of developed work. 

There was lack of grasp of the copy as a whole. 

In some cases there was gross carelessness in balancing the •widest

PiiACTicAL Geometry, 

Junior Grade. — Boys. 

Repoi’t of P. J. Prendergast, c.e. 

I beg to report that the results of my examination of tlie Junior 
Grade Boys were, on the whole, favourable ; of the tohil number, 1,377, 
examined 57 failed to obtain any marks, 84 caiulidutcs were over 
age and their answering was unsatisfactory. A fair pi*oportioii made 
excellent answering in Practical Geometry, but failed to show any 
knowledge whatever of the Projection of Solids. 


J UNIOR Grade. — Girls. 

Report of W. E. Crowther. 

Perhaps in consequence of the remarks of former examiners, the 
candidates for this examination seem to have been selected with more care 
than in previous yeam and the average of attainments shown may be 
regarded as fairly satisfactory though there were few papers of excellence. 
Several extremely good papers obtained almost full marks. 

It must again be reported that there are very few of the candidates 
who understand a scale since not five per cent, were able to state the 
equivalent, or representative fraction, of the scale of inches to a foot, 
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Re2}ort of the Inte'nnediate 


auch grotesque nnswci's as vgtlis, and 75* being evolved 

ai'tcr a long calculation. As a aailc question is given every year it is 
remarkable that enu<liclates are not better drilled m such. 

There was a curious concurrence of inability to deal with question 2 
although the construction is one of the earliest in Eawle’s Geo))ietr}j^ 
the tii’st mentioned tcxt-boolc in the syllabus of examination. Quite 
tliirty per cent. o£ tlic candidates did not know how to draw a simple 
chord witlrin a circle, tliougli many laboriously constructed u scale of 
chords instead. Very few succeeded in enlai’giug the four-sided figure 
in question 6. 

Taldng the whole of the papers, quite ten per cent, more marks could 
have been awai*ded if candidates had read tho questions carefully, the 
failure to do so being specially apparent in solid geometry. 


Freehand. 

Prepahatoey Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Thomas Scully, b.e. 

There is very little to be said about the work iu this grade in tliis 
subject save tliat tho gi’eat majority of the students showed tolerable 
power to treat the exercise. 

Only about eight per cent, of them failed, the Pass and Honour per- 
cenbige being nearly equal, but the number of strikingly good exercises 
was small out of so large a number of candidatc.s. 

Preparatory Grade. — Girls. 

Report of W. E. Crowthbr. 

The exercises pi-eseuted are gcnemlly creditable to the candidates 
and eWdently the result of much conscientious study and effort. Thirty- 
four- per cent, gained more than half marks while eleven per cent, had 
leas than a quarter. 

The drawings oi’e nearly all clean and tidy though sufficient attention 
was not given to the slope of the inclined lines and the rendering of the 
tassels. 

I am sorry to say that the appropi-iateness of a straight-lined example 
for this Grade is somewhat neutralized by tlie temptation it affords to 
niling. A small number of papcis have lia.d marks deducted for this 
infiingemem of the rules.

The candidates examined in the Junior Grade, with a few remarkable 
exceptions, sliowed a vory limited acquaintance ^vith tho principles of' 
phonography. In many cases they also exhibited a very iiufjerfect 
knowledge of language and spelling, and a few were so grossly ignomnt 
in this respect that we felt compelled to notice it in tlie mai*king 
sheets. 

In tlie Middle and Senior Gi'udcs it was impossible not to come to 
the conclusion that most of those who had entered — there were of cour.se 
some exceptions — had very little more teaching or practice than tlie 
Junior Grade candidates. 

It was, under these circumstances, inevitable that the failures should 
be a heavy percentage. 

It may not be out of place for the examiners to refer to some com- 
plaints which have reached the Assistant Commissioners with regard to 
the character of the pnpere. 

In the Junior Ginde candidates were required to take the entire of 
the “ Phonographic Teacher” and a student who has thoroughly 
mastered that book ought to be able to write from sixty to seventy 
words per minute. Accordingly the A” paper contained 2,063 words 
which a student wanting sixty-eight words per minute should be able to do 
within the time. The “ B ” paper, for ti-anslation from shorthand into 
longhand, contained 890 words, or 30 words per minute. 

In the Middle Grade, the candidates were supposed to have thoroughly 
familiarised themselves with the “Manual” in which case they should 
be able to write from eighty to ninety words per minute. The “ A ” 
paper contained 2,509 words, or 83 per minute, and the paper 
905 words. In the Senior Grade the “ A ” paper included 4,089 words, 
or 136 per minute; and the “’B” paper 887 words. In both these 
grades an expert winter should be able to transcribe the entu*e within 
the time allotted. 

It was nowhere laid down that a candidate should do the entii'e of 
the papers in order to obtain a Pass, or even to entitle him to Honors. 
Our object was that the Papers sliould be such as to give an opportunity 
to thoroughly proficient candidates, who were entitled to full marks, to 
show their ability. 

Having regard to the present being the first examination in Shoit- 
hand and to the difficulties which candidates had to overcome, in 
consequence of theii* probable want of familiarity with the mode of 
examination by wiitten papers, we decided to award the marks in 
accordance with the following scale In the Junior Grade “ A” paper 
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30 woi'ds per minute and “ papei* IG words per minute, to attain 
the standard ninnljer of marks. For tlie Middle Grade, “A” pai)er 
60 words per minute, juid in the “B” paper 20 and for the Senior 
Ginde “A ” paper 100, and iu the “B ” paper 22, words per inimite. 

It will thus be seen that in the Junior Grade a candidate could pass, 
if able to wiite 10 words per minute in the “ A” paper and in the “J3” 
paper 5-^ words per minute correctly. In point of fact, owing to the 
facility with which a student having some acquaintance mth the tlicory 
of tlio ait could got marks on the “ 0” paper, even less than this would 
enable liim to i)asa. Yet it will be seen that out of the total 560 who 
entered, only 238, or 42^ per cent., canio up to this very moderate 
standard. 

With regard to the Middle and Senior Grades similar observations 
may be made, llie Kxaminera feel tliat they have adopted veiy low 
standards in all the Grades' and that i£ they have erred at all it has 
been on the side of libei*ality in marking the Answer Books. It is 
manifest that if the candidates, instead of being examined by written 
papers, had been subjected to a dictation test the great majority 
of them would have made a more lamentable display, A veiy large 
number of candidates failed in all tlnee paj'jers but the theoretical 
knowledge of some enabled them to gain marks upon the “ 0” paper, 
which, altliough they did badly upon the practical A" and “ B” pa[)ei*s, 
enabled them upon the whole to pass the oxiuniiiation. 

If the Shorthand Examinations are to be of value, and if the 
Certificates of the Commissionei’s are to be a i-eliable criterion of the 
acquirements of those who hold them, the examinations inustbetborougli. 
Teachera and candidates must make Shorthand areal object of study 
and not, as seems to have been largely done this year, regard it as a 
subject which can be got up^’ in a few weeks, and complain if the 
Examination Papers are not of childish simplicity. 

One candidate in the Middle Grade, being presumably unable to do 
the papers, was good enough to characterise them as “ a swindle ” and 
thi’ew a flood of light upon his observation by adding that “he had 
been learning shorthand for about two months, and could write three 
words per minute ! ” We greatly fear that this, and even less, was the 
amount of preparation which many of the candidates had got for the 
Examination. 

The Examiners are confident that no candidate who had acquired 
even an elementary Icnowledge of plionograjdiy and a very moderate 
facility in applying it has failed in the Examinations. It is with gr^it 
regr*et that they have found it necesaaiy to reject so many.

I have carefully examined the Answmr Books in Music (Senior, 
Middle, and Junioi' Grades) and beg to Report that the numbem o 
failed to Pass in each Grade, are as follows. 

Senior Grade, 4 failed out of 56 candidates. 

Middle Grade, 21 „ 179 n 

Junior Grade, 119 „ 547 ,, 
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I am pleased to notice a coiisidei-ahle improvement in general musical 
Icnowledo’e, particularly as regards part writing (^Harmony), tlie formation 
of scales, and uses of the various clefs. Perhaps I received the least 
satisfactory answering to the questions referring to intervals and musical 
terms, and on the whole there were considerably fewer cases of absurd 
messes as to the meanings of the several questions. 


BOTANY. 

Junior, Middle, and Senior Grades. — Girls only. 

Peport of George Sigerson, m.d. 

I have examined, in the Junior Grade 110 pajiers, in the Middle 
Grade 33 papers, and in the Senior Grade 13 papers, presented by can- 
didates taking Botany. 

To ai’rive at tlie comparative value of the answering, it seemed to me 
desirable to hiul not only the percentage of failures bntalso to ascertain 
the percentage of passes at and over fifty per cent., and the percentage 
at and over seventy-five per cent. 

These are the results : — 

In the Junior Grade 16’3G per cent, failed to pass, 40 per cent, 
obtained 50 or over 50 per cent, of the total marks and 16’36 per cent, 
secured 75 per cent, or more. 

In the j\liddlo Grade, 30 '3 per cent, failed, 39 ‘4 per cent, obtained 
50 or over 50 per cent., whilst 18 per cent, secured 75 per cent, or 
moi'e. 

In the Senior Grade 7*7 per cent, failed, 23 per cent, got 50 or over 
50 per cent., and 15 '4 per cent, secured 75 per cent, or more. 

Prom these figiues it may be iiifeired that the candidates of the 
Junior Grade attain relatively a higher general level. If such result 
were shown to be continuous through several years, then w’c should 
conclude that the students of the higher grades had fewer opportunities 
or fiicilities for acquii'ing a knowledge of their advanced sections than 
the junior pupils have. But it would be obviously a mistake to reason 
from the results of one year on a test applied to gi-oups composed of 
difierent individuals. 

The examination, on the whole, gives satisfactory results. The 
candidates have clearly taken an intelligent interest in the subject, and 
this increa.ses where tlie descriptive or practical part increases. Hencei 
it is very desirable tliat pupils should be induced, at least to sketch 
from nature the plants, or parts of plants, with which they have to deal. 
Obtaining thus a clciir coirect idea of things, which they do not always 
get from books, they are taught habits of oiiservation and tlie develop- 
ment of the perceptive faculties is encouraged whereas that development 
a discouraged where rote-memory is the rule. Finally, pupils thus 
a^uire an interest in nature which leads to occupations in the open 
au‘— a necessity that must annually become more evident.

The Burke Memorial Prizes. 

A sum of money, subscribed in memory of tlie late Thoilas Henbt 
Burke, Esci., Under Secretary to tbe Lord Lieutenant, was transferred 
by the Burke Memorial Committee, on l8th Marcli, 1884, to the Inter- 
mediate Education Board for Ireland, who undertook to administer the 
Eund in accordance with the following Rules — (the sum funded is 
£1,232 ISff. \ld. Consols); — 

I. The annual income from the fund shall be applied in paying three 
Brizes, one of £16, one of £10, and a second of £10 ; any surplus or 
deficiency to be apportioned in the same ratio. If, in the opinion of the 
Commissioners, sufficient nieiit be not shown by the Candidates com- 
peting to justiiy tlie award of any or either of the Prizes, the timount 
of such Prize may be, at the discretion of the Board, withheld and added 
to the principal. 

IT. No student shall be qualified to receive these Prizes except the 
children of persona who are^ or have been, in receipt of salary or pension 
in Ireland, paid out of money derived from Parliamentary Grante, 
Rates or Taxes, other than members of the Naval or Military Services, 
not being also in Givil employment. 

III. The Piizes shall be awni’ded as follows : — that of £16 to the 
Boy whom, at the annual Examination in the Junior Grade among 
Male Candidates qualified in the manner expressed in the next preceding 
Rule, the Board shah adjudge to rank highest in answering ; One Prize 
of £10 to the Boy whom in the same Grade at such Examination tlie 
Board shall adjudge to rank second among such persons in answering j 
and the other of £10 to the Girl whom, at such Examination in the 
same Grade, among Eemale Candidates qualified in the manner aforesaid 
the Board shall adjudge to rank highest in answering. 

The decision of the Board shall be final and decisive in deter- 
mining whether the Candidates fulfil the conditions of the third Rule. 

V. The Board may deduct all expenses connected with the trust from 
the yearly income.
